The $18,000 taken from ‘Lindsay's 
reserve funds has been divided 
between the Board of Works and 
the Town Hall. $15,000 will be given 
to the Board of Works for street 
or sidewalk repairs. $3,000 will be 
set aside for repairs to the Town 
Hall this year. This decision was 


|reached at a special meeting of 


council on Tuesday evening.

In 82nd Year, 
Starts New 
Career 


Yelverton (PNS) -Got that tired 
dragged-out, “logey” feeling lately? 
Then take a tip from Yelverton’s 
“mayor”, the one and only Hugh 
McGill, who, at 81 (when most men 
are signing their wills and making 
sure there’s still space in the grave- 
yard) began a new career, made a 
come-back and began to operate 
the Service Station at Yelvezton 
Corner on highway 7A. 

A marvel? Nothing less! A retired 
blacksmith turned from shoeing 
flesh and blood horses to the fueling 
of gas buggies. Why did he quit 
horse-shoeing? “Well”, quipped 
Hughie, “I was scared that when 
they started eating horsemeat, 
someone might get a nail in his 
throat!” 

Recently a neighbour sald to 
Mrs. McGill, 
with the mailman for a visit.” 

“I had work to’do” Mrs. Hughie 
started to explain, “but Hughie in- 
terrupted, “Oh, it wasn’t that at all. 
To tell you the truth, she wouldn't 
stand stil] long enough for me to 
put a stamp on her!” 

Wits sharp as a rapier, never 
known to repeat a story, a fruc 
inland “salt” that’s Yelverton’s 
Hugh McGill! 

Born on the farm which is now 
owned by young Ray McCullough, 
Huhie, except for two brief sorties 
to Bowmanyille and Lindsay, has 
spent all his life in this community 

Beginning his schooling at the 
building which still serves Yelver- 
ton’s scholars, Hughie looks back 
to the days when each pupil had a 
slate and pencil and blackboard= 
were made of wood. He still recalls 
one line of his reader, “Cock Robin 
says, Well, my dears, it's time you 
learned to fly.” 

Punishment was meted out with 2 
beech gad which one cut in the 
field where the service station in 
which Hughie works now stands -30 
acres “f solid beech and maple. 
Hughie “minds” the time he ana 
another Jad, sent to cut their own 
switch, pushed back the bark, cut 
the gad nearly in two, pushed the 
bark in place again and dutifully 
handed it to the teacher. Needless 
to say, it flew to the ceiling at the 
first crack and conyulsed the other 
students with merriment. 

Hunting chipmunks in that same 
field was a favourit if forbidden, 
noon-time sport. 

Hughie says he chewed tobacco 
from the time he was five years 
old --that’s what the man says and 
he is 82 to-day! Recalls the day 
when the teacher beckoned him 
into the school at noon and re- 
quested a “little chew’” because he 
had forgotten his pipe! 

Enjoying remarkable health, the 
only time Hughie has ever had or 
been to a doctor was when ono 
came to administer the anaesthe- 
tic when a dentist pulled his teeth. 
He has never suffered from any 
disease and a cold he caught this 
spring was the first in his life. How 
to account for this record of healta: 
and longevity? Could it be the 
fresh, country-air, maybe the 
chewing tobacco or simply here- 
dity? His father, who died at 93, 
never had been to a doctor or den- 
tist, but in Hughie’s own words, 
“Just wore out like a clock.” 

Ending his school career at 16, 
Hughie jumped the school fence 
one day at noon into the yard of 
the blacksmith shop next doar and 
began his apprenticeship with 
George Reynolds in the wood- 
vorking, painting and blacksmith~ 


and Mrs. McGill's present home. 
This shop was burned 52 years ago 
and replaced a year later by one 
right at the highway, After four 
years ‘smithing in Bowmanville and 
one in Lindsay, Hughie returned to 
this shop to complete his career as 
a blacksmith. 

“That shop wouldn't burn, we 
had to tear it down!” he states ten 
cents a shoe was his gain and 
Hughie proclaims he shod everv 
preacher's horse on this circuit for 
60 years.

A POSTPONED CORONATION 

As expected, there will be no postponement of 
the coronation of Queen Plizabeth I] on June 2 on 
account of the death of Queen Mary, her grandmother. 
Postponement would cause enormous chaos and heavy 
financial loss. Queen Mary must have had some prem- 
onition during the past few weeks that something 
would happen to her, and she gave instructions that 
“nothing” whatever should delay the big event. 

But a coronation was postponed a few reigns back 
almost on the eve of the ceremony. 

King Edward VI was to have been crowned in West- 
tminster Abbey on June 26, 1902. Like a bolt from 
the blue the announcement was made on June 24 
that the King was stricken with appendicitis and he 
Was operated on immediately by Sir Frederick Treves. 
The operation was so successful that the King was 
able to go through the long and trying ceremony on 
Aug. 9 — a little less than two months later. ‘ 

An operation for appendicitis was relatively new 
to surgeons in those days, and Sir Frederick Treves 
achieved a good deal of fame because of his opera- 
tion on the King—St. Thomas Times-Journal

Q. How can I make a good stucco 
wash?

Two 
per cent of calcium chloride by 
weight of the cement may also be 
added generally with advantage. 
Apply this paint with a stiff brush, 
or it may be sprayed on the walls. 

Q. How can I keep the teeth 
and gums in good condition? 

A. Try using salt occasionally on 
the tooth brush, instead of the 
usual toothpaste. It invigorates the 
gums, and if used with cold water, 
is an excellent mouth wash or 
gargle. 

Q. How can I remove the small 
pieces of meat that adhere to the 
food chopper before washing it? 

A. Run a piece of stale bread 
through the chopper. This will 
| clean out all particles from the 
knives and holes. 

Q. How can I prevent the metal 
tops of salt shakers from corroding? 
"A. By covering them on the in- 
side with melted paraffin. While 
the paraffin is cooling, the holes 
| may be opened with a-pin or tooth- 

pick.

The advantages of a health unit 
for Victoria County were outlined 
to representatives of Home and 
School Associations in Lindsay, 
Omemee, South Verulam and Fene- 
lon Falls, by Dr. Struthers, Public 
Health Administration Organiser | 
for the Health United of Ontario, | 
at a meeting of the Central Home 
and School Association yesterday 
evening. 1 

Tracing the history of public 
health in Ontario, Dr. Struthers 
told of how epidemics of typhus, | 
malaria, diptheria, smallpox and 
Cholera decimated the immigrant | 
population. (In 1932, he said, | 
twenty thousand immigrants to 
‘Canada died of typhus.) It was 
about 60 years ago, he added, that 
those in authority in Ontario set up | 
a public health department, and | 
within a year 400 municipalities had | 
set up public health boards, witn | 
medical officers and sanitary in- | 
spectors. 

Outlining the work carried on by 
the health units, Dr. Struthers 
stressed that this was not policing 
work. It was, in the main, he said, 


ed in public health work, visited 
the farmer and assisted him to 
improve the health of his cattle, 
and therefore, the quality of his 
milk: restaurants were inspected to 
see that food was prepared under 
sanitary conditions. However, the 
main tas was the care of the 
children, both in the home and ta 
the school, it included not only 
physical health, but mental ana 
spiritual health as well. Emphasis- 
ing the need for this, Dr. Struthers 
stated that at the commencement 
of World War I, between 40 per 
cent and 50 per cent of the young 
men who presented themselves for 
service were unfit for front line 
duty. (And, he added, statistics 
disproved the idea put forward 
sometimes by country folk, that 
children from the country were 
healthier than children from th> 
city.) 

Getting down to facts, Dr. Stru- 
thers said that it was not economis 
for a health unit to be run for a 
community of less than 30 thousand. 
The importance of the work made 
it necessary to employ ful] time 
assistance. For Victoria County, 
with its 28 thousand people, Dr. 
Struthers recommended that the 
following would be required: a full 
time medical officer, with part time 
help from practitioners in the 
various districts, a supervisor of 
nurses and four or five staff nurses, 
and clerical staff of at least one, 
Probably two, In addition, between 
$4,000.90 and $5,000.00 would be 
required for travelling expenses. 

The cost of this, the speaker said. 
would be in the region of $1.40 
per capita, the county paying 70 
cents of this, and the other 70 
cents being covered by provinciat 
Grant with an equalised assessment 
of 23 millions, he said, this would 
amount to about .78 of a mill. 

In reply to questions, Dr. Stru- 
thers said that even today the role 
of pudlic health was not entirely 
defined, but 75 per cent of the 
People in Ontario are covered by 
health units at the present time. 
He envisaged periodic visits to the 
varios schools, (their frequency 
dependent upon the number of 
children in the schools) for clinica) 
check-up; help in an advisory ca- 
pacity for the high-school student, 
and education of all in proper 
health practices, On the subject o2 
immunisation, Dr. Struthers said, 
“Tf you ease up on immunisation, 
you will have an epidemic of dip- 
theria”

Light 
colors may be dyed darker, but 
dark colors can not be dyed a light- 
er shade unless a dye remover is 
used. Always remember that the 
original color plus the dye used 
equals the final shade. 

Q. How can I deodorize utensils 
which haye been used for either 
raw or cooked fish? 

A. Add about two heaping table- 
Spoons of baking soda to the dish- 
water. This will deodorize the dish- 
es, dishwater, and dishcloth. 

Q. How can I make use of old 
felt hats?

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Managed Exhibition 14 Years, 
B. L. McLean Dies Saturday 


The man who was often credited 
with bringing the Lindsay Central 
Exhibition up to its high stand- 
ard has passed away. Burton Lorne 
McLean, for 14 years manager of 
the Exhibition, a former Mayor of 
Lindsay, and a member of the On- 


tario Racing Commission, died at! 
his home on Saturday, Mr. McLean | 


was in his 77th year, born in the 
same year as the Lindsay Fair was 
first organized. 

Following a prediction which he 
made at the annual meeting of the 
Lindsay Centra] Exhibition, exact- 
ly nine weeks before his death, Mr. 
McLean was stricken while he and 
his wife were in Florida on vaca- 
tion some two weeks ago. He was 
brought back to Lindsay where it 
appeared he was making a recov- 
ery. At the annual meeting of the 
Board Mr. McLean stated “It won't 
be long until some of you fellows 
will be taking over my job. Little 
does he know what he is heading 
into, It is something you can't 
let go of and it may happen soon- 
er than you think.” 

Mr. McLean was born in this 
district but when a youth of 17 
moved with his mother to Toronto 
where he took employment with a 
shipping firm. Within three years 
he was director of fhe sales ag- 
ency, He moved then to the Mari- 
times to become manager of a 
harvester machine company in 
Prince Edward Island and Cape 
Breton. He returned to Lindsay 42 
years ago as a life insurance agent 
During his life in Lindsay, Mr. 
McLean took a very active part in 
the community. He served on the 
town council and was once Mayor 
of the town. He was also a member 


of the Board of Education for a 
number of years and served as 
chairman 


He will be remembered in this 
district as a man who was inter- 
ested in horses, an interest that 
led, in 1913, to his appointment by 
the federal government as Ontario 
purchasing agent of horses for 
military purposes. Three years ago, 
with the formation of the Ontario 
Racing Commission, Mr, MoLean 
Was named the director of harness 
racing, the first man to hold such 
a position in Ontario's history. 

He may be best remembered for 
his work on behalf of the Lindsay 
Central Exhibition. He was named 
a director many years ago and 
eventually became president. Dur- 
ing the past 14 years he has been 
secretary-manager and has watch- 
ed his fair become fourth in the 
province's Class ‘“‘A” fairs. 

His widow, the former Maude 
Kennard, and four children sur- 
vive him, Lorna Gross (Mrs. Hal- 
stead), of Norfolk, Va., Gordon, of 
Montreal, Helen Margaret, (Mrs.

prevent diptheria, tetanus and 
whooping cough.

is investigators, pediatricians, epi- 


writes about “spells”. In epilepsy 
there is loss of consciousness, con- 
vulsions, often involuntary loss of 
urine snd feces, and the patient 
may injure himself. Afterward he 
is drowsy, doesn't recognize his 
surroundings. An epileptic attack 
seems to give relief from tens!on 
which could not be otherwise re- 
lieved. 

On the other hand, an attack of 
hysteria is usually quite character- 
istic, may be no loss of consciousness 
injury is rare, muscle movements 
irregular. A di sarteaule event may 
be re-enacted or the patient may 
kick at anyone who approaches, The 
attack lasts longer than epile; 
typical pattern is» usually followed 
and the underlying factor that 
brought on the attack can usually 
be discovered by careful question- 
ing and investigation. . 

It has been found that both 
epileptic and hysterical attacks are 
commoner at the menstrual or 
monthly period in women, Exam- 
ination of brain waves by electro- 
encephalography (somewhat similar 
to electrocardiography --examining 
the waves or rhythms of the heart 
beat) may enable the physician to 
distinguish between epilepsy and 
hysteria. 

Dr, Stevenson points out that the 
response to drugs is not dependable 
for the same medicine may improve 
either. 

Tt is nearly always true that the 
epileptic falls anywhere he happens 
to be regardless of injury to him- 
self or others; the hysterical pa- 
tient look around for a “soft” place 
to fall and so not injure himself or 
damage the furniture. 


Should Inoculations Against Diph- 
theria, Tetanus, Whooping Cough 
be Giyen Just Before Polio Season? 

It is now almost generally agreed’ 
that removal of tonsils within a 
few weeks of the usual season for 
poliomyelitis (infantile paralysis) 
increases the risk of a patient later 
developing the bulbar (paralytic) 
form. In fact, many genera] surg- 
eons state that any surgical opera- 
tion at this time increases the dan- 
ger of the bulbar form. Tt js only 
natural then that the question 
arises concerning the advisability 
of inoowating the children at this 
time to prevent tetanus (lock 
jaw), diphtheria and whooping 


demologists, and health officers. 

After a discussion of available in- 
formation on the subject, the fol- 
lowing statement was adopted un- 
animously: 

“There is no definite evidence 
that an increase in the number of 
cases of poliomyelitis has occurred 
as a result of injections of vaccines, 
drugs, and other medical agents. 
‘There is evidence that injections 
for the prevention of diptheria, 
whooping cough, and possibly tet- 
anus when given “during” an epi- 
demio of poliomyelitis, may, onrare 
occasions, localize, or limit the 
paralysis to the innoculated arm 
or leg. There is no satisfactory evi- 
dence that other types of injections 
have any effect upon the localiza- 
tion, frequency, or severity of polio- 
myelitis and paralysis.” = 

Only a smal] number of persons 
were injected and for the most part 
Were given 7 to 21! days prior to 
onset which is the usual incuba- 
tion period of poliomyelitis.” 

“Many thousands of poliomyelitis 
cases occur every year among child- 
ren who have not had any injections 
during the preceding few months 
and thousands of children have re- 
ceived injections for whooping 
cough, tetanus and diptheria during 
polio epidemics and have not devel- 
oped the disease.” 

Another paint is that poliomyeli- 
tis rarely attacks an infant under 
six months, when injections have 
been completed. 

Finally, diptheria, tetanus and 
whooping cough are serjous diseas- 
es which can be prevented by im- 
munization, Unchecked, these dis- 
eases present a far greater hazard 
than polio. These benefits far out- 
weigh the very small increased 
chance of contracting polio. 

Parents can best be guided by the 
family physician in this matter.

The return of our bird nelgh- 
bours to our Jawns and gardens fills 
one with an ever-increasing sense

food for themselves and thelr nest- | 
lings, will have as they spade and 
cultivate the moist ground, con~ 
stant companions, as these birds 
come trustingly close. These birds 
will even fly in an open door or 
window in search of food from 
their trusted human friends. 
How interesting to watch the 
male and his mate build the pros- 
nective home for their nestlings. | 
Mud-packed, roomy nests, made | 
so cunningly with straw, strings, 


ete, are placed on window ledges, 
under eaves or on brackets in 
Sheltered places, on any house or 


buildinz and when the 4 greenish- 


blue eves Hatch, how mother and 
father ve falthfilly feed the 
wide monthed  fledglings, 


Generally two or three batches of 
errs are incubated in the season.

London March 28 ~(BUP)-Cam- 
bridge University's elght-oared shell 
led from start to finish today to 
win the 99th renewal of its classic 
race against its traditional Oxford 
rivals on the winding Thames River

Cambridge covered the four-mile, 
a74-yard gruelling course in 19:54 to 
win by eight lengths. Record for 
the race is 17:50 registered by the 
Cambridge boat ire 1948. 

Winning the toss for starting 
stations and choosing the more | 
sheltered Surrey (southern) bank, 
the Cambridge eight set off at a 
lower rowing rate but with a 
smoother, longer sweep to take an 
immediate lead of a quarter of a 


Mength before a quarter of a mile 


had been covered from the Putney 
Bridge start. 

The light blue Cambridge crew 
surprised its rivals by darting away 
from the starting point. In earlier 
tryouts, Oxierd had impressed the 
experts with its superior speed of 
the mark. As a result Oxford was 
a very slight favorite in a battle 
between créws regarded as the most 
evenly matched in many years. 

A crowd estimated at about 200,- 
000 persons lined the banks and 
riverside buildings along the course. 
They were kept informed of the 
progress of tne race by loudspeakers 
and post signals. Most of them were 
surprised as Cambridge, rowing at 
36 strokes in the first minute, im- 
mediately took the lead with Ox- 
ford rowing at 37 strokes to the 
minute.

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Port Hope Hospital Surplus 
First In Several Years 


Port Hope =“The past year was 
the most active and gratifying year 
I have spent on the Board,” H, S. 
Winfield, president of the Port Hope 
Hospital Board told members who 
attended the 41st Annual Meeting 
at the Town Hall Iast night. Mr. 
Winfield revealed that for the first 
4ime in many years the Board has 
been able to show an operative 
surplus. 

This surplus was pointed out by 
treasurer Harry van Everdingen in 
his report, It amounts to $193.01 
and was made possible even though 
payrolls at the Hospital increased 
by 10 per cent during the past year 
because of additional help hired 
and the fact that salaries have 
been brought up to the standards 
paid in other district hospitals. It 
is even more significant when it is 
recalled that a deficit of $4,607, was 
reported at the last annual meeting. 

In opening the meeting under 
these circumstances the president, 
Mr. H. S. Winfield expressed his 
happiness at being able to attend 
an annual meeting with no feeling 
of tenseness such as has been 
experienced in the past. He also 
paid tribute to the grand work be- 
ing carried out by hospital book- 
keeper Miss McKenny and the 
auditors, T. A. Sharpe and Co. who 
helped to make it a grand year. 

“The lack of finances has blocked 
some improvement schemes,” Mr. 
Winfield said, “but the Board feels 
that a lot has been accomplished 
regardless of this. “In compliment- 
ing the fine work during the past 
year carried out by members of the 
hospital staff, Mr. Winfield noted, 
“it is difficult work, and much of it 
ds beyond the call of duty.” 

After referring to the financial 
statement which showed a profit 
on the year’s operations, Mr. Win- 


field said that help from govern- 
ment grants and gifts from the 
people made it possible. He also 
referred to the $18,000. government 
grant which wags announced in the 
press recently. He revealed that the 
Board has received no other official 
notification of this grant but feels 
certain that 1t will be received. 

“No money has been made avall- 
able for renovation work before,” he 
said, “and when this bonanza be- 
comes a reality the Board will be 
able to do some of the more im- 
portant work which must be carried 
out.” 

This work was pointed onl by 
property Committee chairman Floyd 
Abrams in his report in which he 
noted that, “there are two expendi- 
tures facing Board*which will come 
under the supervision of this com- 
mittee. The first will be the bring- 
ing in of an extra hydro electric 
power line tp ensure a power supply 
even when the sub station is out. 
This may-cost as much as $500.00, 
but we believe it is one of the 
most important items which will 
have to be looked after. 

“Ttfe other exyyenditure,” Mr. 
Abrams noted, “will be a consider- 
able amount of work in the heating 
plant, due to boiler replacements 
and other items becoming rather an 
urgent necessity,” 

Mr. Abramg also noted that the 
Nurses Residence, which had not 
received any attention for a great 
number of years, has been partly 
redecorated with the assistance of 
the Women's Auxiliary and the 
improvement in the general living 
quarters for the nurses has been 
well worth while, 

“Much is to be done yet in the 
residence and we hope to be able to 
find work in the near future,” he 
said. 


Barrie Hospital Deficit Causes 
Board To Threaten Resignation 


\ 
Barris, March 30 -Barrie’s Royal 


Victoria Hospital Board last night 
threatened to resign over its high 
deficit. Member George Frickie told 
a meeting of the board and repre- 
sentatives of the six municipalities 
it serves that the board would 
resign at its annual meeting April 
14. Earlier efforts to have munici- 
palities vote extra funds to cover 
the deficit haye failed. 

“T believe the feeling is that we 
ehould resign,” said Mr. Frickie. 
“It is the intention of the trustees 
to do so at fhe annual meeting and 
to leave the municipalities to handle 
the hospital.” 

Mr. Frickie pointed out that the 
board had an overdraft of $55,446 
on which it is paying nearly $3,000 
@ year interest. “We just can’t as- 
sume the responsibility of running 
a hospital under these conditions,” 
he explained, adding that no con- 
sideration had been made for de-

preciation and many costly repairs 
were needed.

Board chairman, Rev. dames 
Ferguson, in his summary of the 
hospital’s operation report stated 
that the deficit “has been caused 
by insufficient payment by munici- 
palities for indigent patients which 
have caused a loss of $2.08 per 
patient day.” 

A motion was passed that a 
letter be sent to the municipalities 
concerned showing the accumulated 
deficit and the proportion of this 
attributed to each municipality. The 
letter is to ask that each munici- 
pality bear its own share, with a 
reply requested before the board's 
annual meeting.

"A few months ago “The Post” in- 
terviewed Mr. G. H. Wilkinson, 
violin maker of many years stand- 
ing who lives at Four-Mile Lake, 
east of Coboconk. At that time a 
lot of interesting information rela- 
tive to the violin was gleaned from 
Mr. Wilkinson but the story was 
told by a reporter and not by the 
man who had made a long-time 
hobby of their manufacture. ‘This 
past winter, Mr, Wilkinson got 
thinking the matter over and won- 
dered if it would be helpful to those 
interested in the violin if he wrote 
at first-hand on the subject. En- 
couraged to do so, Mr. Wilkinson 
has written an interesting article 
entitled “Facts and Fiction about 
the Fiddle,” which will appear in 
two parts, the first of which follows: 

“It would take an Initiate with 
a knowledge of Rounds and Races, 
to determine where I got my fiddle 
making tendencies. There is no 
fiddle making blood in the family. 
My mother was a nice painter, but 
my father knew nothing of tools and 
could not saw a straight line in 
@ one inch board, or drive a nail 
without hitting his thumb—unless 
he held the hammer {in both hands. 

“From an early age I was fas- 
cinated by the fiddle, but I had two 
sisters, and mother decided to give 
Us piano lessons. I have always 
felt that the years I spent at the 
Toronto Conservatory were wasted 
for business carried me away from 
the city and into places where there 
were no pianos, and I soon lost 
what technique I had. If IT had 
spent the time on the fiddle I could 
hhave carried it with me, and could 
have found plenty of time to play 
it. 

“T made my first instrument when 
T was about 24 years old, and al- 
though I was short on tools, it was 
a playable instrument; and IT was 
encouraged to make another, and 
soon made it a hobby, and acquir- 
ed a considerable stock of tools. 

“No other instrument has the 
grace and individuality of a fiddle. 
It’s flowing curves outrival Ho- 
garth’s celebrated line of beauty, 
and its range of four octaves is 
voiced with every note, from the 
magic tril] of the mated bird to 
the hoarse thunder of the sea. No 
other instrument acquires such an 
affinity for its possessor, or lies 
so lovingly in his arms. Many of 
the Stradivarian fiddles are known 
by their names internationally 
such as the ‘Betts’, ‘Dolphin’, ‘Mes- 
sie’, ‘Rossignol’ and I recently heard 
the Concert Master of the Vancouv- 
er symphony play the Sibelius con- 
certo on the ‘Lord Nelson’. Some 
years ago’Kubelick paid $75,000 for 
the ‘Emperor’ Strad. 

“A full sized instrument is 14 
inches long, 6*3 wide in the upper 
section, 41-4 in the centre and 
8 1-4 in the lower. The sides or ribs 
are 11-4 wide at the bottom of the 
instrument and shade off to 13-16 
at the top where the neck fits in. 
Although most makers vary in their 
outlines slightly, these dimensions 
give the interior air capacity of the 
fiddle the proper size to vibrate to 
what was the middle ‘C’ in the 
great days of violin making. 
Through the rise in pitch since 
then, many makers think it should 
be slightly smaller. The back and 
belly has an elevation of 58ths of 
an inch, which of course contrib- 
utes to the interior air capacity, 

"Tn addition to the inside fir 
capacity, the back and belly are 
tuned to a certain pitch. Every plate 
of wood has a normal tone, and 
the tone of the back and belly can 
be ascertained by putting it on the 
bench with a cork under it at a 
noda) point, and held by a finger 
over the cork, and then vibrated 
on the edge with a well rosined bow. 
This gives the lowest tone of the 
plate. As the back of the fiddle is 
thicker than the belly, a different 
note is produced. Many think they 
should be tuned alike, but this is 
an error for the interval is differ- 
ent snd all the fine instruments 
o fthe old masters yield the same 
result, When finished the fiddle 
has over 70 pieces of wood, all 
glued with no metal. 

“Stradivarius has been  recog- 
nised as the greatest maker of all 
time, and was the culmination of a 
Tong line of makers which lasted 
300 years during the Italian Ren- 
aissance, Many legends have grown 
up about him which have no foun- 
dation in fact.

A WOMAN OF SOME IMPORTANCE 

With his puckish instinct for a joke Prime Minister 
Churchill took his wife to the theatre as a birthday 
treat on April 1, The play was Oscar Wilde’s “A Woman 
of No Importance.” 

Obviously the wife of Winston Churchill is of very 
great importance. 

Winston Churchill had a reputation for adventur- 
ous living; had established himself in the forefront of 
British political life: was also hard-up although related 
to a duke, and believed to be an inveterate bachelor 
when at the age of 34 he suddenly startled society by 
announcing his engagement to Clementine Hozier, 
daughter of an army officer, who did not have any 
money either. But inspired perhaps by his ‘beautiful 
wife—and she really was beautiful and still retains 
some of her classic features—Winston Churchill made 
his way in politics and literature. Today he must be 
a comparatively wealthy man, although they have lived 
on an elegant scale. Being the wife of such a dynamic 
person as Winston Churchill may have been a difficult 
role, but throughout the stresses and strains, the 
triumphs and upsets that came to him, Mrs. Churchill 
remained calm and poised, dignified and yet with a keen 
sense of humor, and was in every way a grand help- 
mate to a man who had to bear many tremendous 
burdens. Despite his place in public life Mrs. Churchill 
never intruded and sought to share the limelight with 
him, aS so many women in similar position might have 
done. She smoothed the way for him in every way 
she could, and their home life was both impeccable 
and happy. 

Without a doubt Mr. Churchill regards her as a 
woman of great importance; the only one in his adult

“Srad had no power tools—no 
motors—nothing but hand tools. 
The Registry records for his town 
show that, he had apprentices and 
journeymen working for him, many 
who afterward became quite fam- 


opened a shop in Mantua, and Carlo 
Beronzi opened a shop right next 
door, Alex Gagliano and Guadgan- 
ini were pupils as was also Mon- 
tagnana who settled in Venice, and 
is known as the ‘Mighty Venetian.’ 
Strad also had two sons who worked 
in his shop. and afterward started 
up 4 partnership of thelr own. 

“It will come as a shock to many 
people to find that Strad did not 
make the violins himself. Certainly 
he did not operate a business and 
allowed his men to sit around wor- 
ssipping him while he did the 
the work, He may have cut a sound 
hole or some other delicate job, but 
his time would be taken up inter- 
viewing customers and a general 
supervision of the business. 

“Like all other makers he did 
not make two alike, nor are they all 
of equal merit, Only the best of 
them survived and many of them 
are museum pieces today, and oth- 
ers have been ruined by amateur 
repairers, Fritz Kreisler, in his 
memoirs, speaks of a Strad that he 
coveted for years and finally ac- 
quired. ‘You can imagine my dis- 
appointment’ he says ‘when it re- 
majned cold and lifeless under my 
most fervid appeals,’ 

“T t was a nice way of saying that 
it was a dud. 

“Although the work on a Strad 
is flawless, you could not play on 
one of his new ones today. The 
neck 4s too short and also the bass 
bar.

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Firemen Dissatisfied 


With Wage Adjustment, 
Seek New Agreement 


“Our agreement should be gone 
over & paragraph at a time. The 
firemen have been underpaid as 
far back as I can trace for the 
type of work they are doing. Ours 
are, the lowest in town wages.” 
These statements were made befora 
the regular meetine of council Mon- 
day night by Walter Tully, speaking 
on behalf of the permanent fire- 
fighters. 

Mr. Tully stressed that he was 
appearing only for the men who 
were “permanent firefighters” 
They wanted to know when “we 
can have a meeting with all coune!! 
to set up a committee re wages ond 
working conditions.” He said that 
two letters had been sent, and no 
reply had ever been received 
“According to the Act covering our 
working conditions we are entitled 
to it”, he went on. 

At this point Ald. Baker informed 
Council that at the last meeting he 
had told Mr. Spencley that he 
could come before council at the 
next meeting. 

“Well, we're here now”, stated 
Reeve Butler, who was acting-mayor 
in the absence of His Worship 
Mayor Chas. Lamb. 

Ald. Harrigan felt that there 
ought to be a full council out to 
hear this wage discussion. Reeve 
Butler said “There can’t be”. Ald 
Stevens agreed with Mr. Harrigan 
that there “Should be.” After this 
had been batted back and forth 
for a while, Mr. Butler informed 
Mr. Tully to “Go ahead.” 

Mr. Tully said he believed that 
firefighters were skilled laborers 
and should be paid as such. He also, 
declared that they had to take 
care of very expensive equipment, 
perhaps, in Lindsay, worth $100,- 
000.00 and that they worked a 
56-hour week. While on the subject 
of hours worked he stated that 
if a call came in at 5 p.m. one 
night they might still be on that 
call at 5 a.m. the next day for which 
they would receive no extra pay. 
“Ours are the lowest in town 
wages,” he said. “You could be,” he 
declared, “with the town for eight 
years and still only get 91 cents 
an hour. A scale should be set up 
and the agreement should be gone 
over a pararaph at qa time .. , 
Girefighters have been) underpaid 
as far back as I can trace for the 
type of work they are doing.” His 
last request at this time was to 
know if Mr. Spencley, of the Fire 
Department, had been made 2 
Captain. 

“Never heard of it!” 
Ald. Maidens. 

Ald. Baker informed Afder- 
man Maidens and council that 
such had been suggested in Chief 
‘Wylie's recommendations, but that 
council had taken no action. Ib 
was pointed out that Spencley was 
classed as a Senior Fireman. Two 
others were First Class Firemen - 
‘Tom Madill and Jack Miller. 

As to whether Mr, Madill ought 
to be classed in the above category 
was brought up and Mr, Hick 
stated that a letter had been 
received from the Veterans’ Admin- 
istration that Mr. Madill ought to 
be given less strenuous work thaa 
firefighting, “Would he be accep- 
table in Peterboro’s or Toronto's 
departments?”, asked the Deputy- 
reeve. 

Mr, Tully defended Mr. Madill 
saying that he had worked with 
him and that he can “do as much as 
anyone else”. 

The acting-mayor, Reeve Richard 
Butler declared that they were 
not saying that Mr. Madil) would or 
would not do the work, but were 
looking at it from the standpoint of 
a physician, and the letter had been 
received from the Veteran's Admin- 
istration. ; 

Mr. Tully suggested that a good 
plan for council to follow would 
be to “take the wago scale out of 
the agreement and deal with the 
other matters, keeping the wage 
discussions separate,” He declared 
that some this year were raised 
$200.00 and some others only $150,00. 
He felt that a wage scale whero 
increases came through on a 
schedule for years worked and 
ability shown ought to be instituted. 
“$2,100.00 as a starting salary ts 
tog Iow!", he stated emphatically. 

Severa} members of council took 
exception to this, Deputy-reeve 
Hick stating that “council has over 
a period of 3 or 4 years been 
bringing salaries’ up. Madill and 
Miller since 1950 have been getting 
increases of $200.00.” 

However, Mr. Tully insisted, “We 
are not in line with the other de-

This matter, 
it was pointed out, has been before 
Council quite a number of times 
and no decision has been reached. 
Once more a committee was ap- 
pointed to “gq down and look over 
the situation” and report to next 
Monday’s committee meeting of 
Council. This time, the committee 
js made up of the assessor and the

Col. Moore said that the matter 
had been up last month before a 
committee meeting which had askeao 
Mr. Gordon to prepare plans of 
what he wanted to build. “Council 
had no idea of what he wanted to 
do", 

The building, as described by M1.

H. S. Johnston, chairman of the 
Board of Governors of the Ross 
Memorial Hospital, appeared before 
Town Council Monday night to ask 
that they take the same action a5 
the County Council had done—pay 
$3.00 per indigent patient day for 
services rendered said indigents 
at the hospital. Council's decision 
on the matter was contained in a 
motion to receive the accounts, 
which: had been received from 
both the hospital and the County, 
and council would look further into 


he didn’ wish to run into the same 
difficulty. He said part of the rea- 
son was because, for instance, the 
Nationa] Housing would have noth- 
ing to do with houses there, at the 
present time, on account of its 
proximity to the town’s disposal 
plant. 

Mr. MacLachlan being assured 
by Reeve Butler that the dump 
“will be cleaned up”, wanted to 
know when, “what definite date”. 
“A month”, suggested the Reeve, 
to which Mr. MacLachlan answered, 
“Fair enough.” 

Mr. Butler said that even though 
dumping might be discontinued it 
would take a year to fill it and 
clean it up. 

“T have been there three years and 
it has neyer been cleaned up,” ex- 
claimed Mr. MacLachlan. “One 
councillor, and I am not naming 
names, said that it would be done 
on January 2nd, 1954, when this, 
council has no more to say!”. 

“J want to see it closed”, stated 
Ald. Harrigan. 

‘We are anxious to get it closed.” 
agreed Reeve Butler, “It is an eye- 
sore.” 

Mr. MacLachlan hoped that coun- 
cil would “make a decision and 
publish a date when it would be 
closed. “There are 42 signatures out 
of 44 contacted.” The reason one 
didn’t sign was that he had a priv- 
ate grievance with the town for 


from him. 

Mr. Geo. Dent, who was present 
in the chambers, rose and addressed 
council, saying they must “make up 
their minds whether it would be a 
slum or a residential area. It is an 
eyesore.” 

When the closing of the dump 
came up at a later point in the 
meeting for settling the issue, Ald. 
Breese said he was “heartily in fay- 
our. I have felt that way about it 
for years, Clean it up as Soon as 
possible.” 

Reeve Butler asked how long it 
would take to clean it up. 

Chairman of Town Property, 
John Baker, said to take fill and 
cover the dump to hold the papers 
down. He agreed, too, that it was 
an eyesore. 

Earlier in the evening, as Mr. 
MacLachlan had been presenting 
petition. Mr. Maidens had told him 
that he (MacLachlan) was “steal- 
ing some of my thunder” for Mr. 
Maidens had been going to present 
a suggestion of his own that even- 
ing in regards to the dump. He 
offered the plan to erect snow fence 
and line off the highway, grading 
the area between the lip of the 
dump and the highway and plant- 
ing grass, When a councillor said 
that there was nothing to prevent 
people from driving in their cars 


and throwing refuse over the fence, 
Ald, Maidens retaliated that even 
if “No Dumping” signs were erect- 
ed, there would still be some people 
who would ignore them, for every 
one had seen garbage thrown from 
vehicles along the highways. 

When Ald. Maidens stated that 
there ought to be a “dumping pro- 
gram... . just don’t go out and 
throw things!” 

He was informed by Reeve Butler 
that the town owned “36 acres in 
Ops for the new dump.” Deputy- 
reeve Hick stated that the council 
would have to get permission from 
Ops Council before they could be- 
gin dumping operation on the new 
site, and would have to be careful 

Ald, Maidens took exception to 
this that “there's no time to be 
careful. Let's make our minds up. 
We own it.” 

When a councillor said there was 
little use in arguing about it, Ald. 
Stevens said, “We have to argue

the paymeny of them. 

“The financial position of the 
Ross Memorial Hospital is not 
good”, said Mr. Johnston. He de- 
clared that in a recent meeting the 
whole financial picture of the hos- 
pital had been set out fully to the 
County Council, who had been told 
that the Board would have to look 
to them for further assistance. 
They had, he said, agreed to pay 
the $3.00 per day for all indigents 
in addition to their grant. 

“T have come to the Town Coun- 
cil’, be continued, “to tell you that 
our position is not good. We are not 
operating profitably—we can’t go 
on the way we are. It is only fair 
that we ask you to take the same 
action as the County Council did. 
You would only pay half—county 
would pay the other half, whatever 
\the amount would be.” (The County 
pays half the indigent charges a- 
gainst municipalities).

Ald. Harrigan wanted to know if 
they were put in as indigents (at 
the time of their admittance to 
hospital) or with the expectation 
that some day they might pay. “We 
are making a careful examination of 
each case”, said Mr. Johnston. 

“1500 days. Are they unpaid or 


uncollectable accounts?”, asked Ald. 
Harrigan. 

Mr. Johnston said that the slips 
were taken as sent in by the 
Reeyes. He also stated that, to a 
certain extent, the Township also 
sent in slips. “The Warden feels 
keenly that the Town and County 
must stand together behind the 
hospital”, sald Mr. Johnston. 

Mr. Johnston explained that the 
Board had sold their investments 
to pay their arrears, an action 
which had been deemed necessary. 

The matter of whether Council 
should accept and pay indigent 
patient accounts that had been sent 
to the town office from both the 
County and the hospital was 
brought up later in the meeting. 
Ald, Stevens felt that council 
“ought to find out something about 
it.” i 
Deputy-reeve Hick said that he 
and Reeve Butler had fought in 
County Council that each munici- 
pality should “pay its own shot”. 
He sald that they had received no 
support. “We, in Lindsay, pay 27 
per cent of the County rate plus 
our grant”, he declared, 

When the matter came to be 
decided upon, Chairman of Fin- 
ance Bruce Maidens moved that 
the accounts be received and coun- 
cil would look further into payment 
of them. Seconded by Ald. Jack 
Baker, it carried.

To anyone who has had occasion in recent times 
to try and obtain nursing BelMices for persons who 
are ill in rural areas, it must have been apparent that 
there was reticence in accepting such calls. This dis- 
inclination to accept out-of-town calls is probably due 
to a number of factors, but most likely centres around 
the matter of “convenience”. However, regardless of 
the underlying reasons for this reticence, the need 
for nursing services in rural areas is not diminished 
thereby. Many people in rural Victoria County be- 
come ill from time to time, most of whom do not 
require hospitalization but eould do with a measure 
of nursing care which, from the standpoint of -avail- 
ability and cost, is out of the question on a regular 
professional bas Nevertheless the need for ade- 
quate nursing attention exists in these cases and, from 
what has been heard of the Victorian Order of Nurses’ 
service, it would seem ideally suited to the needs of 
many rural patients who are not really eligible for 
full-fiedged hospital care, 

The Victorian Order of Nurses provides a nursing 
service which is capable of bringing great comfort to 
people in varying degrees of nursing need.

Until the summer the damage cannot be esti- 
mated. It may be that most of the area will have to 
be sown with salt-tolerant pasturage such as rye grass. 
Laboratory soil analysis has shown that about one 
quarter of the polluted area may bear a late spring 
or autumn-sown crop, probably barley, but that the 
rest of the cropland will likely remain polluted for 
fiye or six years, depending on the degree of salinity. 

Seasonal rains, application of gypsum, which in- 
creases the “washing” effect of rainwater, and other 
methods may reduce the amount of salt in the soil, 
but it is impossible to assess the soil damage since 
the harm to soil structure does not reach its maxi- 
mum until after the bulk of the salt has been washed 
out. 

The floods have disappeared from the headlines, 
but the expense and hardship remaining in their wake 
may he prolonged for years.

Anyone can make a flower gar- 
den by sowing seeds right where 
he wants the garden flowers to 
grow; but it is easy to fail if 
the sower is careless, or lacks 
Knowledge of a few simple ways 
to protect the seeds from condi- 
tions which might prevent their 
growth. 

All annual flower seeds may be 
sown directly in the garden; and 
there are a number which should 
be, because they are difficult to 
transplant. These include alys- 
sum, California poppy, godetia, 
kKochia, leptosyne, linaria, lupin, 
matthiola (evening scented 
stock), nasturtium, dwarf phlox, 
poppies, portulaca and salpi- 
glossis. 

Much the same _ technique 
should be used as in sowing in 
a seed box, particularly as to 
shallow planting, and covering 
the seeds with porous soil. Identi- 
fication of the seeds, and of their 
location, are also important, since 
with slow germinators it is easy 
to forget exactly where they 
were sown. 

Seeds are subject to many 
hazards which human skill can- 
not wholly avoid, but the care- 
ful operator may count upon a 
high average of success. 

Prepare_a smooth seed bed, 
loosening the soil to a depth of 
six inches. Work into it 4 pounds 
of plant food for each 100 square 
feet. Then outline with a string 
the area to be covered with each 
variety. M*x the seed with sand

In your garden 
the period may be more or less 
by a few days, but it will serve 
as a guide.

Spanking As Last Resort

A similar blending of effort on 
the part of all parties involved is 
seen by right thinking observers 
as the inevitable outcome of the 
entrance of the synthetics. 

As one well-known fabric maker 
recently said, “There is no longer 
going to be a wool industry, or @ 
nylon industry, or any single kind 
of synthetics industry. What there 
is going to be is a textile industry.” 

One gathers that in the future. 
if this oredictton prove, true, fabric 
makers will draw on the whole field 
of fibres including naturals like 
cotton and wool, using them in the 
same way a steelmaker uses ores 
and alloys to produce various 
special results. 

Show Results 

Evidence that the addition of 
vitamin B-12 to the diet of children 
in the seven to eleven age group 
can produce weight gain or rate of 
height gain, has recently been re- 
ported. 

The proress of two major research 
projects show that the addition of 
vitamin B-12 to the diet has result- 
ed in significant weight gains in 
groups of Italian school children. 
It increased the rate of height gain 
in groups of El-Salvador and Quate- 
mala children. 

Further research is being done in 
this field to determine the need for 
exact, dosage of the vitamin to the 
diet of children of this age-group.

“I 
would stress the importance,” said 
Mr. Baty, “of a building by-law 
being adopted here as soon as 
possible.” To illustrate his point, he 
asked the councillors to assume 
that the Mary Knoll project had 
progressed to the point where the 
basements were in when two or 
three plants in the town decided 
to cease operations. In that evens, 
he said, the co-operative members 
might find it necessary to tempor- 
arily abandon the project. and move 
into the basements. In two or three 
years, he suggested, things might 
pick up again and work could con- 
tinue but by now the residents had 
discovered that a family could live 
very comfortably in the basement 
“There is no law in Lindsay which’) 
can compel them to complete the 
houses in that event.” stated Mr. 
aBty. “This should be taken in hand 
mow,” he claind:d, “Lendsay is 
beginning to stir and a building 
by-law is the first step of a zoning 
by-law.” 

He remarked that since he had 
come to Lindsay he had noticed 
several very valuable pieces of 
property adjoining lots upon which 
low-value houses were being built. 
If one wished to purchase one of 
these lots and build a $12,000 or 
$15,000 home, there is no guarantes 
in Lindsay, he claimed, that would 
prevent someone from building 7 
$2,000 or $3,00 home next door 
Thus, he'said. many lots were re- 
maining vacant because prospective 
buyers did not wish to take such a 
risk.

Shallow Sowing Now in 
Garden Plants 


Favor for 


Use Hoe Handle to Make Drill for Medium Sized Seed. Top

When seeds are sown directly 
in the garden, they are either 
gown in drills or hills, or they 
are broadcast. Drills are shal- 
low trenches making a straight 


Tow into which seeds are 
dropped. Hills are not eleva- 
tions, but merely points at 


which plants are desired. Sev- 
eral seeds are sown to produce 
one plant, the strongest being 
allowed to develop. 

In modern practice, which 
favors shallow sowing, a drill 
may vary from a slight depres- 
sion in the soil, made by the 
edge of a board, to a furrow 
half an inch deep, drawn with 
the hoe handle. For peas, beans, 
and corn, a drill one or two inch- 
es deep may be made with the 
edge of the hoe blade, Not even 
sweet peas need be sown deeper 
than this. 

While drills are used chiefly 
in the vegetable plot and cutting 
garden, where plants are grown 
in rows, hill planting {s useful 
for the larger annual flowers 
which are spaced some distance 
apart in the border. Vegetables 
planted in hills include the vine 
crops, bush squash, and pump- 
kins, 


With a trowel, dig a shallow 
hole, mix in the bottom from a 
tablespoonful of plant food for 
most crops, to aS much as a 
pint for watermelons; cover 
this with a layer of fresh soil, 
sow and cover the seed. Mark 
the location of the hill, so it will 
not be disturbed in cultivation. 

These simple precautions will 
insure against the failure of a 
sowing, which is likely to re- 
sult when the soil is not proper- 
ly prepared, or the seed is too 
deeply covered, or where the 
location of the sowing is forgot- 
ten and it cannot be looked 
after. 

Moisture as well as warmth is 
necessary to germinate seed; 
and while spring rains usually 
provide it, the garden hose 
should be used when rains fail. 
Seeds require at least a 50 de- 
gree soil temperature to germi- 
nate, some much higher than 
that. When sown early, and like- 
ly to lie in cold soil waiting for 
warmth, they may be protected 
from moulds and fungi by dust- 
ing with a disinfectant, A tiny 
amount into the seed packet and 
shaken well, is sufficient to coat 
the seeds.

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Amendments to the Post Office 
Act respecting contracts for con- 
veying mail have been endorsed in 
the House of Commons by Mr. C. W.

When it was before us on Friday 
night, I was probably one of the 
members who were anxious to get 
the bill through the house, and for 
that I have to accept responsibility. 
Since Friday night, however I have 
received many letters from rural 
mail carriers. There is one feature 
of this bill which gives the Post- 
master General (Mr. Cote) and his 
officials a great deal more author- 


ity, but at the same time they have |. 


to accept a greater degree of 
responsibility. As I see it, this 
measure will have a tendency to do 
away with tendering for mail con- 
tracts. The Postmaster General 
under this legislation has the right- 

Mr. Speaker: Order, This bill has 
nothing to do with the doing away 
with tenders and contracts. I can- 
not allow discussion on it at this 
time. 

Mr. Hodgson: All right; I shall 
try to keep right to the point. How- 
ever, it does give him authority to 
raise the price of a courier’s mail 
contract, provided that he sees fit 
to do 59 and he considers the- 

Mr. Cote (St. Jean-Iberville- 
Napieryille): No. May I interject, 
Mr, Speaker? Not if I see fit to do 
so in an arbitrary manner but If, 
after having compared the services 
given by the contractor, with com- 
parable services outside and within 
the postal organization, we consider 
fair and just to make a readjust- 
ment of the contract, 

Mr, Hodgson: I do not say the 
minister will see fit unless he con- 
siders !t, and when he considers it 
he will probably do something abouc 
it. At least this legislation gives him. 
more responsibility and gives the 
couriers a better break. There 1s 
no doubt about that. This legis 
lation does give our couriers a better 
break. I may say that there are 
more rural mail couriers in my 
riding than in any other riding in 
the province of Ontario, It is a rural 
riding of a large area,

ment from the Post Office Depart- 


| ment before. I hope that this bill 
| will get the approval of the house 


{mmediately, and be implemented 
so that some of my courlers can go 
to the Postmaster General or to his 
lepartment when they feel that 
they are entitled to an increase, 
and that they can talk the situation 
over and probably come to a con- 
clusion satisfactory to both parties 
concerned.

Breaks Window 
65 Miles Away 


(British United Press) 

‘The 25th atomic explosion inside 
the United States It the desert of 
Southern Nevada more brightly 
than the sun this morning. 

The flash of the blast was spot- 
ted in Las Vegas—65 miles away 
from the Yucca Flat testing ground 
—shortly after half-past 10. Five 
minutes later, the city felt the 
shock waves. 

It is believed today's bomb — 
the fourth in the current series— 
was dropped from the air. The 
three previous ones in the series 
were detonated on towers, 

Two-F-80 Shooting Star Drones 
—planes without crews—flew into 
the mushroom cloud at 30-thous- 
and feet moments affer the blast. 
Aboard the radar-controlled aircraft 
were mice and monkeys. Two T-33 
jet “mother” planes guided them 
to the Indian Spring air base near- 
by after they emerged from the 
atomic cloud. They landed 20 min- 
utes after their take-off. 

The secret device exploded high- 
er than any alr-burst above the 
United States and apparently was 
one of the most powerful ever det- 
onated in tests. © 

Tt broke at least one plate glass 
window in Las Vegas, 65 miles away. 

The United States Atomic Energy 
Commission reported the flash was 
so brilliant—even in the growing 
daylight—that it was seen more 
than one thousand miles away in 
Mexico, That's some 200 miles 
farther than it ever has been seen 
to the south.

“In certain nuclear fields we are 
leading the U. S. because we have 
the best tools,” he said.

Postgraduate Course in Diabetes 

Since Drs. Banting and Bes', 
University of Toronto, discovered 
insulin in 1923, thousands of lives 
have been saved. It has been well 
said by Dr. E. P. Joslin, Harvard 
University, that “no one need die 
of diabetes” and many take it for 
granted that diabetes and its treat- 
ment is understood by all physici- 
ans. 

It may come as a surprise then 
to learn that much about diabetes 
and its complications is unknown; 
in fact it was arranged to give a 
postgraduate course in diabetes at 
the University of Toronto beginning 
January 19, 20, and 21, 1953, under 
the auspices of the American 
Diabetes Association. This post- 
graduate course, under the chatr- 
manship of Dr. Edward L. Bortz, 
has as its clinical director Dr. Ray 
¥. Farguharson, professor of 
medicine, University of Toronto. 
Dr. Andrew L. Chute, professor of 
pediatrics, University of Toronto, 
is Associate Clinical Director. 

While it is not possible to give 
the names of all the outstanding 
members of the staff, some idea of 
the completeness of the program can 
be gathered from the following 
lectures: 

1. Manifestations of Diabetes -- 
Clinical, Pathologica] Treatment of 
Coma. 2 

2. Experimental Diabetes. Rela- 
tion of Adrenal Glands to Diabetes. 
The Action of Insulin by Dr. Char- 


les H. Best, co-discoverer of 
insulin. Cholesterol. 
3. Complications of Diabetes 


Heart Complications; Eye Compli- 
cations. Neurological (nerves) Com- 
plications. 

4 Management of Diabetes in 
Infancy. Management of Diabetes 
in childhéod. The prognosis (expect- 
ed outcome). Infectious Complica- 
tions. Problems in Insulin Treat- 
ment including Allergy and 
Resistance. Insurance for Diabetics. 

5., Management of Diabetes; 
Diabetes Control; Dietary Instruc- 
tion; Properties of Different 
Insulins; Clinical Use of Insulin; 
Surgical Problems in Diabetes. 

6. Hyper-imsulinism --Too much 
Insulin; Factors affecting the 
Islands of Lagerhans (the part 
of the pancreas gland damaged by 
diabetes); Visit to the Laboratories 
of the Department of Medical 
Research, conducted by Dr. Char- 
les H. Best. 1 

I am asking my readers to study 
the above comprehensive program 
as the discovery of insulin has en- 
abled children and adults to lead 
normal lives despite the fact that 
before this discovery all’ diabetics 
died within a few months or a 
couple of years at most. 

‘The world owes a great debt to 
our enthusiastic and tireless re- 
search workers and their efforts 
should be fully appreciated. 


Cancer, Other Stomach 
Disorders in the Aged 

When men and women past 40 
years of age begin to have pains 
in their stomach at regular or even 
irregular intervals, they should 
consult thelr physicians, as cancer 
of the stomach comes in such a 
quiet manner that simple indiges- 
tion only is usually suspected. Yet 
it is known that cancer of the 
stomach is responsible for three 
times as many deaths as automobile 
accidents, i 

Many elderly men and women 
naturally cannot understand why 
the same diet they have followed 
for years now causes disturbances 
in the stomach. What they and 
most of us forget is that, as we 
grow older, various glands and 
processes change so that they are 
unable to handle these foods as in 
the past years. These changes, due 
to aging, appear to be particularly 
present in the stomach, 

In the Vienna Medical Journal, 
Dr. G. Holler states that during the 
process of aging, the stomach un- 
dergoes changes. The thickness of 
the stomach wall decreases, the 


| muscle tissue in the wall becomes 


weaker, and the lining (the part 
manufacturing digestive juice) be- 
gins to waste away. Fatty degenera- 


and the glandular part which man- 
ufactures the digestive juices de- 
creases, along with the blood sup- 
ply of the lining of the stomach. 

“Aged persons may haye an un- 
usually large stomach without nec- 
essarily having stomach disturban- 
ces. Many have a decreased amount 
or entire loss of hydrochloric acid 
in the stomach digestive Juice.” 

Both loss of hydrochloric acid 
and chronic gastritis (inflammation 
of the stomach lining) are frequent 
in the aged, which condition fav- 
ors the development of cancer of 
the stomach. 

Dr. Holler groups, according to 
their age, 69 with stomach cancer 
who were observed at his hospital 
between 1946 and 1951, 37 of whom 
were between the ages of 60 and 80. 

Dr. Holler further stresses that 
all patients of the cancer age (over 
40) who seek medical aid because

of stomach disorders should be 
studied thoroughly, if possible In a 
hospital, until cancer is ruled out. 

One of the great obstacles to early 
discovery of cancer of the stomach 
is the quiet or insidious manner in 
which cancer starts, For this reas- 
on Dr. L. R. Savite, Professor of 
Radiology, St. Louis University 
School of Medicine, in Post Gradu- 
ate Medicine, states that when cer- 
tain improvements in fluoroscopy 
(X-ray) are developed, mass Sur- 
veys of those of cancer age may 
prove helpful as these improve- 
ments brighten or sharpen the im- 
age on the screen so that it {fs al- 
most as clear as the X-ray method 
itself. 

Early Diagnosis Prevents 
Death from Cancer 

Many people think that once 
cancer is diagnosed in an individual 
he is doomed — that death is inev- 
itable. It is true that the cause of 
cancer is unknown and many thou- 
sands die each year from cancer, 
bug much is being done today to 
help the cancer victim. 

Our mental outlook is important. 
Take those suffering with heart 
disease, of which we know many; 
some have had several attacks of 
coronary thrombosis, have recovered 
and enjoyed many years of normal 
life. We are not so upset about a 
heart condition, yet once cancer 
is known to be present we feel 
hopeless and resign ourselves to 
an early death. 

It may surprise us to know, on 
the authority of two noted special- 
ists, Drs. Samuel G. Taylor HT and 
Danely Slaughter, Chicago, . that 
“Death from,cancer should be un- 
necessary, because practical know- 
ledge today makes possible the ex- 
act diagnosis of most early cancers 
and likewise makes possible its 
cure. To effect this happy result 
of cure of early cancer, however, 
requires some knowledge of aware- 
ness on the part of the physician 


phyician who first sees the patient 
with early cancer literally holds the 
person's life in his hands.” 

_ It is now known that about 50 
per cent of cancers can be dignosed 
by physical examination 30 per 
cent by proper investigation. 

What does proper investigation 
include? Drs. Taylor and Slaugrter 
state that the physician who tries 
to see 30 to 100 patients a day dur- 
ing office hours has no time for 
cancer examination as a real exami- 
nation with full history of the case 
and thorough examination with 
patient wearing a gown only, so 
that feet, cervix, and all parts can 
be seen. 

Next comes the X-ray examina- 
tion, which may or may not demand 
a barium meal and a follow-through 
of stomach and intestines. Chest 
X-ray should be routine. In the 
laboratory there should be routine 
examination of the patient's blood 
and examination of stained smear 
fs essential, A stool test for occult 
blood, with patient on a meat-free 
diet, is a good screen test for iS 
cer of stomach and intestine. 

Where there are a large number 
of lesions, (any hurt, wound, or local 
degeneration), the physician can 
feel reasonably certain that no can- 
cer exists. “The actual diagnosis of 
cancer is made by microscopic ex- 
amination of a small plece of tissue 
removed from the growth.” 

When cancer is diagnosed, the 
telling of this to the patient or 
family is up to the physiclan’s 
knowledge of patient and family. 
A straightforward explanation of 
how and why the known methods 
of cure—radium, X-ray and surgery. 
—should be used. Early cases are 
cured; late cases are always fatal. 


Emotional Disturbances Can Cause 

Stomach Ulcer in Wide People 

I have written before of meeting 
a former patient and remarking 
how well he looked: However, he-told 
me that he had been very ill with 
stomach ulcer, I told him he could 
not have had stomach ulcer as he 
was squarely and strongly built and 
had a jovial disposition. 

“That may be true,’ ‘he replied, 
“but I am a member of a firm of 
stockholders and during the de- 
pression, because I was strong and 
of a jovial disposition, I had to 
meet clients, who lost money in 
the stock market. In six months IT 
had developed a stomach ulcer.” 

Until recently, physicians believed 
that stomach and intestinal ulcer 
patients (peptic ulcer) were al) of 
slender build, serious-minded, exact 
in their work, and easily disturbed 
emotionally. We no longer refer to 
an “ulcer type” and know that emo- 
tional disturbances also can cause 
peptic ulcer in the broadest indl- 
yidual with the most jovial disposi- 
tion, 

The fect that any variety of build 
may develop ulcer was brought 
out in nm advertisement for a 
peptic ulcer remedy. It showed men 
and women of six different types of 
build with the statement, “There Is 


No Peptic Ulcer Type.” The figures 
‘

were arranged in a circle with the 
tall, thin man at the top, the short, 
wide, stout man next, and thin, tall, 
wide, stout, short completing the 
circle. 

In the Naval Service Bulletin, Dr. 
L. Gunther published an article 
“Aphorisms on Peptic Ulcer Seen tn 
the Naval Service.” “In our wards 
ulcers occurred in the tall and the 
short; in the narrow and in the 
broad-chested patients, in the fas 
and in the lean. There was no ex- 
clusive type.” 

Some of the suggested causes of 
peptic ulcer (and every physician 
has seen one or more of each) are 
focal infection (from teeth, tonsils, 
sinuses), too much acid in the 
stomach digestive juice, inflamma- 
tion of the lining of the stomach, 
heredity and nerve tension. 

Dr. Gunther states that of late 
the -psychosomatic (emotions af- 
fecting body tissues and processes) 
now stands first with physiclans as 
a cause of ulcer. > 

“Psychic disturbances, anxieties, 
or other strong drives predispose 
patients, both male and female, to 
distressing stomach overacidity with 
accompanying stomach and intest- 
inal disorders.” 

Apparently, despite our shape and 
disposition, emotional disturbances 
can cause peptic ulcer.

Small 
Plantings of several kinds are 
advisable, so that the family will 
not become ‘‘fed-up’” with one 
kind seryed too often. 

You can leave spinach out en- 
tirely, if the family insists, and 
atill provide a tempting selection 
of various greens, most of which 
make welcome ingredients in 
bowl salad as well as tasty

» Most widely grown are Swiss 
chard and New Zealand spinach. 
Chard is an ancient vegetable, 
probably the first form of beet 
to be grown for food, while New 
Zealand spinach is relatively 
modern, having been discovered 
as a wild plant in New Zealand, 
where the natives did not eat it. 
It became popular in Britain long 
before its vitamin content was 
known. Its flavor resembles that 
of spinach. 

It has large, hard seed, which 
some have difficulty growing; 
but grows well if sown in the 
early spring, as soon as the soil 
has been prepared. Seeds often 
live over winter and come up in 
the spring, and the plant is hardy 
in spite of a tropical origin. But 
it is ‘easily overdone; since one 


plant fills a bushel basket, and 
when the tips of its leaves are cut

Never Let Swiss Chard Leaves Grow Taller Than 10 Inches 


off for use, new tips grow rapid- 
ly, and the harvest continues un- 
til late in the fall. 

Swiss chard should be used 
when the leaves are young, not 
over ten inches in height. Sown 
with the earliest crops, it will be 
ready to cut in a month, and new 
leaves will grow to replace those 
that are cut. Chard has a dis- 
tinctive flavor which many pre- 
fer to spinach, and children 
usually like it better. 

The mustard family provides 
several varieties of greens. One 
known as Tendergreen will pro- 
duce edible leaves in 21 days 
from sowing, and if the roots are 
left undisturbed will produce 
eight or nine crops in the season. 
All the mustards are quick grow- 
ing, and are much esteemed in 
the southern states. 

Garden sorrel is a hardy peren- 
nial, which will live over winter 
and produce greens. It does best 
in light shade. 

Kale is a fall and winter plant. 
Sown in June, the plants set out 
in rows two feet apart, they will 
produce leaves which stand freez- 
ing, and are improved in flavor 
by that experience, Collards are 
a member of the cabbage family 
which do not make heads, but 
leaves with cabbage flavor. 

All these varieties of greens 
are rich cy minerals and vita- 
mins, and are valuable in the 
diet and produce a surprising 
quantity of food on small space.

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A private conservation project in| 
the village of Manilla is watched | 
with interest by villagers and many 
people from outside. It 1s the 
brainchild of Prof. Ralph Debury 
of Ottawa, a native of the village 
whose winter home is in Ottawa. | 
He spends most of the summer in 
Manilla and now, in his retiremnt | 
years, devotes considerable fime 
to the conservation scheme he has 
worked out. 

Included in the conservation lay- 
out are three ponds of fair size 
which are fed entirely by surface 
water. The water enters the con- 
servation plot from a natural run- 
off ditch east of the Cannington 
road at a point just north cf the 
village. In spring it pours under 
the road and into the DeLury field 
in torrents but this does not last 
and Prof, DeLury is concerned in 
his project with conserving this 
run-off water in his ponds to last 
the entire summer. In order to do 
this he has build two retaining 
dams which hold back the spring 
run-off and create three ponds in 
the extensive conservation area. 
One of the ponds is complete with 
an attractive little island. 

The ponds, which are at their best 
in spring and fall, are looked upon 
with favour not only by wildlife 
but by the village children as well. | 


They afford excellent skating in|} 


Winter, especially during a winter 
Such as prevailed this year when 
little snow fell. 

Some reforestation has been in- 
corporated into the conservation 
plan and’ many “specimens of trees 
have been set out on the plot re- 
served for this purpose. 


In reality conservation is not a 
new venture with Prof. DeLury be- 
cause he has already established 
‘two parksites within the village. 
One of these borders the old high- 
Way as it approaches Manilla from 
the west and the other is along- 
side the new stretch of highway 
and was somewhat damaged in 
process of its construction. 

The project has not been with- 
out reverses. An experiment in set- 
ting out bulrushes or cat-tails has 
proved somewhat troublesome. Prof. 
DeLury quickly discovered that 
these are very prolific plants and 
rapidly multiply in numbers. They 
Spread so fast that they threatened. 
to over-run the ponds and steps 
™may someday have to be taken to 
eradicate them. 

Building retaining dams is also 
a tricky business and first attempts 
are reported to have met with ser- 
jous reverses when the spring floods 
came on. Large sections of them 
are said to have been washed away 
but the resulting improvements in 
their replacements seem to be

The maze of poles, wrapped part 
Way up with boards which marks 
the site of the Lindsay Ice Com- 
pany’s storage bins near Pleasant 
Pt., are soon to disappear. This 
was disclosed this week by Charles 
JT. Campbell, proprietor of the 
company, who announced his in- 
tention of entering the wholesale 
artificial ice business. He also indi- 
cated plans for clearing the pro- 
perty and building summer homes 
thereon. 

Mr. Campbell is not making the 
change because of the light ice 
harvest of the past winter but has 
affiliated himself with the Lake 
Simcoe Ice and Fuel Ltd., Toronto. 
more as a matter of improved 
service. He says he plans to do 
business only on a wholesale basis 
in the future and that he feels 
artificial ice is more suitable to this 
type of business. 

To facilitate handling the arti- 
ficial ice, Mr. Campbell says he 
will build a cold storage warehouse 
on Bay Street. The first storage 
unit will, he explains, be one storey 
high, and 15’ by 35’. 

Of his 10 years in the ice business, 
Mr. Campbell says the past winter 
was the worst he ever experienced 
from the standpoint of natural ice 
harvest. He harvested about 1,800 
blocks to carry him through the 
changeover period and did a fair 
amount of custom work --a service 
which he says he plans to carry on. 

Asked about the trend in the ice 
business in recent years, Mr. Camp- 
bell said consumption had been 
down in Lindsay but that this had 
been offset by an increasing tourist 
trade_ 
~Mr. Gampbell dceesn‘t expect there | 
will be any change in the price of 
ice this season resulting from the 
changeover in distribution from 
natural ice to artificial ice. He told 
“THE POST” he expects, all other 
things being equal, that it will re- 
main the same. 

The ice house on the Pleasant Pt. 
road was built in January 1947 and 
the proprietor of the business says 
“Tl be just as glad to see it go as 
the summer residents.” Everything, 
including the scores of poles and 
sawdust, will be disposed of in the 
near future and it is Mr. Campbell's 
plan to start building some summer 
homes on the property. Approxi- 
mately 2 1-2 acres of summer resort 
property, all-owned by the iceman, 
will become available with the re- 
moval of the ice storage bins.

Digby Fire Under Control: 
400-500 Acres Burned Over 


The forest fire that broke oud 
Monday morning in the area along 
the Head River near Fishog Lake, 
some six miles southwest of Miner's 
Bay, is being “held under control, 
though there is still considerabie 
smoke”, says Forest Protection Su- 
pervisor Mr. D. A. Fawcett, of the 
Lindsay office of the Dept. of 
Lands and Forests, this morning, 

The blaze, which has burned over 
a 400 to 500 acre aren in Digby 
Township, Victoria County, is re- 
ported to be the worst forest fire 
of the year In Ontario, thus far. 
No summer homes or other build- 
ings have been burned. The area 
burned over is described as “typical 
blueberry country.” 


A helicopter yesterday dropped 
new men to replace those who had 
worked all night, and a Beaver air- 
craft is patrolling the area. 


Officials say the cause of the 
Miner's Bay fire is being investi- 
gated by Provincial Police and 
Lands and Forests officials. The 
latter said that this fire was one 
of elgnt in the province yesterday 


Five have been extinguished. 


With the weather forecast in- 
dicating continued clear weather, 
the department urged precaution in 
forest areas, 

On the subject of “Forest Protect- 
jon” the weekly bulletin of the 
Lands and Forests Department at 
Lindsay states, quote; 


“During the first two weeks of the 
Fire Season there have been six (6) 
fires In the Trent District, the 
largest being a seventy-five (75) 
acre grass fire in Lutterworth Town- 
ship. The remaider of the fires 
range up to fifteen (15) acres in 
size and have burned over grass 
land and scrub bush. The cause of 
these fires in most cases have been 
due to the escape of grass fires 
which has required suppression by 
Rangers of this Department. We 
would once again remind everyone 
that all clean-up burning must be 
covered by a Burning Permit. 


“The bushland as well as grass- 
land is rapidly drying out and our 
Spring fire hazard should reach 
@ peak within the next two (2) 


| weeks. We would then urge every- 


one to take every precaution with 


clean-up fires and smoking ma- 
terials, during this period before 
the bush starts to green up. 

“Six (6) of the ten (10) fire 
towers in the rent District are 
now operating and these are 
augmented by Aircraft patrals as 
the hazard situation warrants. 

“Since preparing the above in- 
formation, a fire has broken out 
in the South East part of Digby 
Township, in Victoria County, in 
the vicinity of Fishog Lake, This 
fire ts burming over the blueberry 
rocks of Digby and is travelling 
fairly ‘rapidly. Department Aircraft 
are flying in men and equipment at 
time of this writing. In addition 
@ crew of men has gone in by jeep. 
At last report te fire had reached 
an area of 400 acres. 

“Fires travel rapidly in open 
country such as this, and with ac- 
cess roads in very poor condition, 
as the result of the Spring break-up, 
the use of Aircraft is of very great 
value. 

“The cause of this fire has not 
yet been determined but an investi-

END IN STALEMATE 


A stalemate was reached Mon- 
day evening at the committeee 
meeting of the Lindsay Town Coun- 
cil on the question of salaries for 
Lindsay's firefighters. The firemen’s 
spokesiian said they were not sat- 
isfied with the increases granted 
them by. the present: council, and 
councillors said they felf that all 


‘| had been done this year that could 


be done. The meeting ended up in 
the air. Reeve Richard Butler said 
that the situation was “deadlock- 
ed. Guess it'll have to go to arbi- 
tration, since the firemen will not 
accept their increases.” Deputy- 
reeve Bert Hick felt that the fire- 
men were “threatening” council 
“Tf you are not satisfied—quit!” he 
said at one point. 

Tt is learned today from reliable 
sources that the Firefighters’ Asso- 
ciation in Lindsay are going to meet 


said that “nothing has been set- 
tled” nor has 2 course of action 
decided upon as yet. 

Fireman Walter Tully again ap- 
peared before council as their rep- 
resentative. He said he felt that 
the council should either recognize 
the terms as the agreement states 
them—or not, 

“You want a union, brother,” said 
Ald. W. Stevens, to which Mr. Tully 
answered, “No—it is an associa- 
tion.” 

Deputy-reeye Bert Hick felt that 
the firemen were getting practic- 
ally all at present”.-To go over the 
points, he said, there was the 56- 
jhour week, time off with pay for 
)sickness, two weeks holidays with 
pay, statutory holidays. ‘There is 
very little here, other than what 
the town already gives you”, he 
said in reference to the agreement 
firemen wanted endorsed. 

Mr. Tully then pointed out that 
the agreement was only binding for 
the remainder of this year. 

Deputy-reeve Hick wanted to know 
what would be gained by agreement 
when so many of the benefits asked 
for were already being given them. 
He said he agreed that the above 
mentioned benefits should be, and 
are, given to the employees, but he 
felt that a plan should be drawn 
up for all town employees of the 
town, “Would you (the firemen) 
accept such an agreement?” he ask- 
ed. 

Mr. Tully answered him, “The way 
it is now you are not bound to give 
us anything. Granted we get it, 
but it should be in black and white.” 

With reference to the new pay- 
day for the firemen that had been 
suggested last week, Mr. Tully said 
‘Td like it myself”. He was in- 
formed by Reeve Butler that the 
“Town office strongly object. There’s 
another muddle. The auditor has 
set up the books.. It would mean a 
change in the entire system.” 

Ald. McQuarrie felt that “even 
though the agreement only runs 
for this year it ought to be refer- 
red to the town solicitor.” He asked 
@ question of Mr, Tully, “I gather 
that It will come up for renewal?”. 
“Yes”, said Mr, Tully. 

Deputy-Reeve Hick felt that there 
ought to be a uniform policy for 
all departments, with slight variat- 
ions, naturally, for some of the 
problems peculiar to some of them. 
“But different salaries”, interjected 
Mr. Tully, “Then exclude salaries”., 
answered Mr. Hick, “We aren't big 
enough to have separate agreements 
with each town department.” The 
council felt that most conditions 
Would apply to all departments, ex- 
clusive of salaries. 

Reeve Butler made a motion that 
the agreement be accepted, if the 
town solicitor adopted it, but Mr 
Tully said again that the wages 
were in the agreement. 

Mr, Tully was asked what the

TIME TO BE YOURSELF ...- - 

There's an article in the current issue of Reader's 
Digest which is perfect reading tor those legions of 
people who are getting tired of trying to be somebody 
else. Condensed from “The American Mercury” and 
written by Eric Manners, !t is captioned “The Art of 
Being a Nobody” and is a refreshing appeal to people 
everywhere to try being themselves for a change. 

“There is no counting,” writes Manners, “the pub- 
licatlons today devoted entirely to “TTow-To” directives 
for forming our characters—rules for dressing right 
and eating right and speaking right and rightly getting 
ahead in the world. Just follow these rules and you 
too can join a standardized populace in one great gray 
goo of bumpless humanity.” 

In the lead to his article, Manners told of his 
old family doctor who liked a dab of ice cream on 
his cereal and while ice cream and cereal may not 
be your “cup of tea,’ he suggests that if it is, you 
shouldn’t hesitate to enjoy it just because it doesn't 
conform. “This,” he declares, ‘Gs the hour for our 
finding, in a flash of ancient glory revived, the art of 
being ourselves. You don't “form character” or “get 
“become more attractive to others” 


ahead” or even t 
py following a set of instructions. You do it by being 
yourself. All you*can learn by listening to rules and 


sedulously conforming your life to them is the hideous 


art of how to be nobody at alli” 

Aren’t those challenging remarks, especially if you 
have been busy (as many of us have) trying to put on 
a “front” and be somebody who bears little or no 
resemblance to our true selyes. The challenge is 
carried still further in the closing paragraph of the 
article: 

“There is a dangerous threat in the air these 
days—the threat of our being thought for, ruled, 
regulated, pushed around, made into Things. The 
only weapon against that is the Self—the unique 
and incalculable reality that is the human soul.” 


ARE THERE ANY 
DISSENTING VOICES ? 

Not infrequently when Lindsay's Council decides 
on a course of action there are at least a few dissenting 
voices to be heard in the wake of the announced de- 
cision. It woud appear, however, that Council reached 
a decision last night which will be more apt to be 
greeted with approval than with dissension. We refer 
the unanimous approval of Council which was given 
to a proposal to close the “Town Dump” at the earliest 
possible moment—probably within a few weeks. 

For more years than many people care to remem- 
ber the “dump” has been an eyesore and a nuisance. 
Just a couple of years ago it constituted a real menace 
to the health of the town when rats, feeding on refuse 
placed there, got out of hand and started invading 
neighboring premises, Then there was the more or less 
continual nuisance of smoke rising from the burning 
debris and, when the wind was favorable, drifting across 
that section of Lindsay much to the annoyance of 
residents. Finally there was the distasteful appearance 
of the grounds, situated as they are, at the northern 
entrance to the town and bordering on a main highway. 
The combined factors have had a depressing effect 
on the area which should soon he relieved. 

The proposed location of the “‘town-dump-to-be” 
is on the property which accommodates the sewage 
disposal plant where it should nol cause inconvenience 
to anyone. It was evident that councillors plan to take 
the necessary action to keep the new location orderly 
and confined. That this should be done is in the 
interests of this property.

POWER WITHOUT RESTRAINT 

The permanent injunction which Mr. Justice Me- 
Lennan has granted to certain Moore Park ratepayers, 
restraining the Ontario Hydro-Blectric. Power Commis- 
sion from building a high-tension power line across 
their properties with consequent destruction to trees 
and amenities, draws attention to an important public 
issue. This concerns the autocratic powers granted 
appointed boards and commissions to do things which 
cannot be questioned or appealed to any other authority. 

A great many instances of such transfer of auth- 
ority properly belonging to legislative bodies might 
be drawn from the statutes. One very recent instance, 
which fortunately failed, was the proposal to grant 
the new Toronto Transit Commission the powers of 
expropriation held by @ municipal council, put forward 
in the original version of the Metropolitan Bill. But 


for many years, the Ontario Hydro has been a prize - 


example of autocratic authority with virtually no re- 
straint. 

From the beginning the Power Commission Act 
has given the Ontario Hydro very broad powers for 
the conduct of its operations. It might well be argued 
that some of these were necessary because of the bitter 
and continuous opposition of private power interests 
in the early days of Sir Adam Beck’s crusade for 
cheap electricity. But with the almost total achieve- 
ment of monopoly in the field of electrical generation 


in Ontario, the commission’s authority has not been - 


diminished, but rather the opposite. It is always charac- 


teristic of a monopoly or an autocracy to become ever — 


more totalitarian in its nature. 


For instance, in 1906 a section was added to the ~ 


Hydro-Hlectric Power Commission Act, stating that 
the commission’s “powers of expropriation” conferred 
by the act extended to “lands, works, rights, powers 
and privileges” even though these were in the public 
use, or that the ‘owner thereof possesses the power 
of taking lands compulsorily.” Next year, this first 
phrase was altered to read: “The compulsory powers 
conferred by the act . . .’—quite a notable extension 
of authority. This section has been added to or in 
some cases reduced, but in recent years there has been 
a large increase of scope. Since 1952, it has read: 
The compulsory powers conferred by this act 
or by the Niagara Development Act, 1951, or by 
the St. Lawrence Development Act, 1952 (No.2), 
shall extend to land, works, rights, powers, privi- _ 
leges. and property, notwithstanding anything in ~ 
this act or any general or special act, and notwith- 
standing that they are in or may be deemed to be 
devoted to a municipal or any other public use, or 
that the owner thereof possesses the power of 
taking land compulsorily and notwithstanding the 
origin, nature or sources of the owner’s title there= 
to, whether statutory or otherwise, or the manner 
whereby it was acquired by the owner or by any 
of his predecessors in title. 

In brief, the Hydro Commission can take over any 
land, property or right, whether privately or publicly 
owned, in this Province. If it chose, it might run a 
power line down the middle of Queens Park and demolish 
the Legislative Buildings and still be acting legally. It 
could wreck churches, universities, parks, farms, fac- 
tories or anything else one could think of, if it con- 
sidered’ such action desirable or necessary for some 
work it wished to achieve. And it would not have to 


persuade any superior authority that it was acting , 


wisely. The Moore Park injunction was granted be- 
cause of an ¢ “or in procedure, not because the Hydro 
lacked power to do what it wished to do. The Legis- 
lature should come to its senses and take a second 
look at what it did so thoughtlessly—Globe and Mail 


GOOD COVERAGE PLEASE 
g A newspaper exchange asks what people think of 
organizations which get their printing and spend their 
money with job offices and then ask the newspapers 
to “give their show good coverage,” which means 
the newspapers have to go to expense while others 
get the revenue. In these days. of mounting news- 
paper production costs, it is understandable why, some 
editors get irritated, says the exchange paper, which 
argues that newspapers which give free blurbs and 
write-ups should get any business it can handle. Space 
is what newspapers have to sell and if people don't 
think it is worth paying for, then newspapers can’t 
exist, for, like other businesses, they have to have 
money to meet the cost of newsprint, wages, rent and 
a hundred and one other necessities. Perhaps it is 
the newspapers’ own fault some expect so much of 
them for they do so much for public and community 
interests thal they are often taken for granted,

New Antl-Moth Chemical 
Protects Woolens 

Life is going to be tough for 
moths and other pests that make 
a henrty meal out of woolen fab- 
rics—and the U. 8. Department of 
Agriculture is the culprit! 

Appearing on the market this 
month is a new mothproofing rinse 
that will protect woolens for a full 
year against Iarvae who come to 
dinner in clothes cupboards and 
storage chests. U. S. government 
entomologists who developed the 
Nquid haye mysteriously named it 
“EQ-53", 

Housewives washing woolen blan- 
kets, sweaters and what-have-you 
for summer storage can add the 
new solution—one tablespoon for 
each pound of woolens — to the 
wash water and let tubbing do the 
rest. Fabrics are rinsed afterwards 
in clear water as usual without loss 
of mothproofing, because chemicals 
{n EQ-53 have locked a pest-killing 
ingredient deep In the fibres of the 
wool, This ingredient, incidentally, 
is a familiar one —DDT, Secret 
of the new formula is the combina- 
tlon of agents which enable the 
DDT in EQ-53 to impregnate and 
remain in the wool fibres. 

Scientists who developed EQ-53 
say it isn’t olly and doesn't leave 
any unpleasant odour in the fab- 
ric—common defects of moth pro- 
tection. Housewives using {t will 
have to obserye only the normal 
precautions used in handling insect- 
icldes,

Moist Plants 


Plants will keep moist for several 
days, if a bow] of water is set above 
the level of the plant.

To remove tar or pitch stains 
rub with sweet oll or Tard. If on 
silk or worsted materials they can 
be removed by rubbing with aco- 
hol. 


Circular Skirt 
If the pattern calls for a cir- 
cular skirt, hang it from the waist 
band for a few days before finish- 
ing the hem. The bias seams will 
stretch, and the skirt will not be 
as likely to sag after it is hemmed. 


How Can I?

Q. How can I clean marble most 
effectively? 

A. Cover it with a paste made by 
mixing two tablespoons of soda, one 
tablespoon each of salt and powder- 
ed pumice, and some cold water. 
When the spread paste has dried, 
rub it off with a cloth and wash the 
marble well with soap and water. 
Repeat this process if the stains are 
difficult to remove. 

Q. How can I prevent the paint 
from dripping down on to the hand 
when one is painting walls and 
ceilings? 

A. This can be eliminated by 
pushing half a rubber ball up the 
handle of the brush as close as 
possible to the bristles. 

Q. How can I make poached ergs 
firmer? 

A. Add a tablespoonful of lemon 
juice to the water in which eggs are © 
to be poached, and it will make 
them firmer. 

Q. How can I heat the oven more 
quickly? 

A. After lighting the gas burners: 
of the oven, wait for about two 
minutes and then open the oven 
door for a second. This permits 
the moist air to escape and the 
oven consequently will heat far 
more quickly after the ventilation. 

Q. How can I check nosebleed? 

A. Try the following remedy: Sis 
erect with arms raised and the head 
thrown slightly back. Apply ice cold 
wet cloths to the back of the neck 
and forehead. Do not blow the nose,

Letter From Water Commission 
Reveals Operational Data, 


Outlines Future 


A full explanation of the Lindsay 
Water Commission's position in re- 
gard to surplus funds which have 
accrued in recent times was con- 
tained in a letter to Town Councll 
on Monday night. Unfortunately 
the letter was not published and the 
public has not been fully acquaint- 
ed with the Commission's review of | 
its affairs. The letter ts reproduced 
pelow so that townfolk may be bet- 
ter informed on the present dis- 
cussion, Before presenting the let- 
ter it 
out that the request from the Town 
has neither been acceded to nor 
denied. 

Here is the letter which outlines 
the Water Commission's’ views:

the Mary Sireet plant is rated at 
one million gallons per 24 hours, 
d that of the Park Well at 500, 
gallons. During the past year 
»/ peak loads amounting to 1,700,000 
gallons haye been experienced. 


The financial details are as fol-| 


lows: The Auditor's report disclos- 
ed that for the year 1948 a defictt 
of $5123.00 was the result of the| 
Commission’s operations. Due to} 
this situation, the Commissioners, 
in January, 1949, authorized an in- 


crease of 20 per cent. in water rates, | 


advising the consumers that, in 
view of the increased gross revenue, 
it would be the Board's desire to 
glve consideration to reducing the 
water rates whenever possible. 

The Auditor's analysis of 
accounts of the 
the year 1949 refers to an amount 
of $27,000.00 for Deferred Exten- 
sions. This sum {s part of an am- 
ount of $41,000.00 used to pay the 
cost of services, etc,, which were 
installed to service the Wartime 
Houses.’

When 
you find the one that suits you, you 
don't want to lay it down. 

“If your instrument is worth any- 
thing at all and it meets with an 
accident, take it to a high. priest 
of the fiddle trade. There are men 
in the country who are more con- 
cerned about the welfare of the 
fiddle than the money they can 
gouge out of you. 

“Edward Allen tells of a watch- 
maker who made beautiful watches 
and no one could find his secret. 
When he died, the watches stop- 
ped one by one.

Any one can make a fiddle, but to 
breathe the breath of life into it 
and make it a musical instrument 
is another mattér.

Too Many Cans Peas, Corn Left, 
Canning Plant Won't Operate 


An announcement in The Can- 
adian Statesman, Bowmanville, this 
week, is of interest to consumers 
everywhere. Here is the report | 
referred to: 


“The Canadian Canners plant at 
Bowmanville will not operate t! 
summer and its shut-down will 
mean a considerable loss of revenue 
to West Durham farmers who grew 
corn and peas under contracts with 
the plant in past years. 

“In the 1952 season, it is under- 
stood, some 500 acres of corn and 
400 acres of peas were planted by 
farmers of this district under con- 
tract with the Bowmanville plant 
of Canadian Oanners. About $100,- 
000 was paid out to these farmers 
for the 1,000 tons of corm and 400 
tons of peas packed. Because of 
the order to discontinue packing of 
these vegetables this year, this 
source of revenue will be lost to 
West Durham farmers, 

“It! is believed that the carry- 
over of the 1952 packs of corn and 
peas is no greater at the local plant 
this year than in previous years, 
but heavy carryovers in other plants 
of Canadian Canners have led to 
the reduction of the 1953 pack. 
There are considerable quantities 
of cucumbers still remaining here 
from the 1952 crop purchased by 
the local plant. 

“Canadian Canners have also 
announced that no tomatoes will be 
packed this season at Port Hope, 
Salem, Colborne or Lakeport. Be- 
cause of the heavy carryover from 
the 1952 pack. The Cobourg plant 
have announced that all contracts 
have been filled. 

“The decision not to can toma- 
toes will not seriously affect em- 
ployment at the Port Hope plant 
since it will start earlier on can- 
ning apple products and will greatly 
increase its production of these 
items this year.”

Psychiatry is the study of the 
behavior of the patient, whether 
he acts normal under conditions 
of stress or difficulty. 

“Tt is estimated that one-third to 
one-half of all the patients who 
enter doctors’ offices do so pri- | 
marily for psychologic reasons; and | 
many others complicate the diag- | 
nosis, course and treatment, as well 
as the outcome because of emo- 
tional problems associated with 
their diseases or superimposed on | 
their diseases.” 

Iam quoting Dr. Louls G. Moench 
in his book, “Office Psychiatry.” 
Dr, Moench is Clinical Professor of | 
Medicine and Psychiatry, University | 
of Utah School of Medicine, 

It can thus be seen that unless 
the physician knows the patient 
well, his family, surroundings, oc- 
cupation, and understands his 
make-up or personality and tries to 
diagnose and treat the patient | 
without this knowledge, he will not \ 
be able to help him much. 

“Mast psychotherapy (treating 
the mind and the emotions) should | 
begin in the family doctor's office 
and most should end there.” There 
are some cases, just a small per- 
centage in fact, which may require 
the use of specialized technical skill 
and experience, but the great 
majority can be helped by the 
family physician.” 

Until recently, the family physi- 
cian haa been referring patients 
with odd behavior to the psychia- 
trists but, unfortunately, or, perhaps 
fortunately, there are not enough 
trained psychiatrists available and 
so the family doctor, who knows 
more about the make-up of the 
patient than the psychiatrist can 
Jearm in many lengthy interviews, 
is now seeing many of these pa- 
tients first. 

“The family physician is in an 
ideal position to help people. The 
patient comes to him first, often 
before kis ideas are fixed as to 
the cause and nature of his distress. 
He usually comes of his own choice 
to the physician of his choice, seek- 
ing help.” 

The family doctor occupies a 
position of trust and confidence, 
particularly if he has presided over 
birth, serious illness or death in 
the family. He is thus in the best 
Possible position to ask questions 
that are “reasonable” to the patient 
but would antagonize the patient 
if asked by x psychiatrist.

* Sizeable Grass, Brush Fire

A grass and brush fire of some 
proportions is burning in the lower 
portion of Digby ‘Township, north- 
ern Victoria County. The fire is 
in the Fishog Lake area which in 
turn js north of Head Lake. 

District Forester Wheatley, of 
Lindsay, says the area of the fire 
ig accessible by road but not good 
road. Its general location is west 
and north of Norland. 

The fire {s reported to be a fair 
size and burning briskly, although 
Mr. Wheatley notes that there is 
little timber in the immediate vic- 


inity, It is largely rock country with 
some grass and brush, The dis- 
trict forester says the fire will like- 
ly be fought mostly with hand 
equipment. 

Reporting on fire conditions, The 
Dept. of Lands and Forests, Toron- 
to, says it has put out 18 forest 
fires so far this season, 10 of 
them in the Parry Sound district 
The blazes have burned over a to- 
tal of 163 acres, 

Officials warned that the forests 
are drying out fast and urged fish-

centre is seen the mass of cartons and loose paper which is 
lighted to touch off smouldering fires or picked up by the wind 
and blown across the road into the ditch and onto the fence, 
there to wave in the breeze as shown in fhe bottom picture. 

Lindsay's municipal dump has been the centre of some strong

In Bush Fire 


Police Investigating, 
Carries Stiff Penalty 


Incendiarism is suspected in the 
fire which swept through a heavily- 
wooded area last week along the 
Head River, near Fishog Lake, some 
six miles southwest of Miner's Boy. 
The fire, quelled after two days, 
burned over a 400 to 500-acre area 
in Digby Township, Victoria 
County. 

The Lindsay office of the Dept. 
of Lands and Forests states today 
that no word has been received 
from the OPP who are investigat- 
ing the fire’s origin. The weekly 
bulletin of the Dept. states: 

“Over the past week we have 
had four fires in the Lindsay Dis- 
trict, largest being a 500 acre fire 
in Digby Township which started 
on April 13th and was completely 
extinguished by April 15th. ‘This

and proved very successful on a 
fire of this type. The system which 
was employed was the major trans- 
port to the fire by our own Beaver 
aircraft and then a direct shuttling 
of fire crews to the fire line by 
the Helicopter from the Beaver 
landing zone. This system was most 
efficient in that we were able to 
move 8 fire fighter from the Min~ 
er’s Bay base right to the fire line 
in a matter of minutes. The fact 
that the fire was rather quickly 
brought under contro] did not give 
us a chance to fully explore man- 
oeuvers with the helicopter but the 
job of work that was done certain- 
ly gave us a sample of the effic- 
fent and diversified manoeuvers 
possible with a machine such as 
this. 

“While the helicopter was in our 
area, a further demonstration of 
its possibilities in detecting and 
checking smokes was given by the 
pilot, Jack Godsey, and this feat- 
ure of seeing a smoke and checking 
the origin on the spot was indeed 
a satisfying experience. 

“Local showers and snow flur- 
ries during the latter part of the 
week have reduced our fire hazard 
‘to a low rating but we would re- 
mind everyone that our Spring 
fire hazard is not over and every 
precaution must be continued in 
regard to clean-up burning, smok- 
ing materials, etcetera.”

The Board 
has thought for some time that the 
Property opposite the Bill Murphy 
Farm, known as Mayor Lamb says 
as the “Old Presbyterian Ceme- 
tery”, would be most suitable from 
the point of its elevation.

Water Employees 


Salary Schedule 
Revised Upward 


Employees of the Lindsay Water 
Commission are to get salary rais- 
es retroactive to January Ist of 
this year. The deciison was made 
at he meeting on Tuesday in the 
Town Hall Council Chambers. 

A letter had been received from 
the operators of the town pump 
house requesting that their salar- 
ies be raised, at least on a par with 
those paid by the Board of Works. 
These were dealt with as they came 
up in the wage scale, proposed by 
Chairman Louis Gordon and Super- 
tendent Reynolds, who had been 
made a committee to investigate 
the whole wage scale. They had 
worked out the wages as they saw 
fit, and were asking the Board for 
their approval or amendments to 
same. = 

Ordinary laborers are to now work 
a 47-hour week. The starting rate 
is to be 85c per hour up to a maxi- 
mum of $1.00 per hour. The time 
elapsed between the minimum and 
maximum was left to the discretion 
of the Superintendent as to when 
he felt that a man was worth more 
Money. The Foreman is to get $1.05 
per hour, and the Meter and Shop- 
man the same per hour. The Casual 
Jabour will only be paid for actual 
hours worked. 

A lot of talk was carried on about 
Statutory Holidays but the Board 
agreed that the men ought to get 
whatever the Town employees get, 
which turned out to be eight during 
the year—New Year's Good Friday, 
24th May, Dominion Day, Givic 
Holiday, Labor Day, Thanksgiving 
and Christmas. 

‘The Mayor pointed out that seven 
of the holidays were set by the 
government with Civic Holiday set 
by the local council. 

As far as holidays were concerned 
the Board decided that two per 
cent holiday pay would apply. Af- 
ter two year's service employees will 
get an addition week’s holidays with 
pay. 

On the matter of overtime it was 
passed that on all calls from 7 p.m. 
to 7 am. the men would be paid 
11-4 times the hourly rate. This 
did not apply though, it was explain- 
ed, if the men worked for an hour 
after 5 p.m. to complete a job they 
were working, on, Then the extra 
hour would be pald at the regular 
hourly and not the overtime rate. 

In dealing with the request from 
the operators at the pump house, 
the four men there were also grant- 
ed, each man to get an addition 
$50.00 per year, in lieu of statu- 
tory holidays. The Board held a 
Jong discussion on what they should 
do about Statutory Holidays for 
these men, for some of them have 
to work every day, regardless of 
whether it is a holiday or not. Af- 
ter some time it was decided to give 
each man an extra $50.00 and that. 
the Chairman ‘and the Superin- 
tendent would work out with the 
men as to who would work on what 
holidays, and who should haye them 
off, an arrangement that would be 
satisfactory to all concerned. 

In the proposed scale of wages 
Superintendent Reynolds and Miss 
Thompson, secretary-treasurer, were 
each given a raise of $100.00 and 
Mrs,.Sandercock, who works in the

Snowed 6 Inches, May 5, 1885 
Pioneer Dunsford Farmer Recalls 


Feeling the cold these days? Well, 
apparently it was colder than this 
back in 1885 and later in the seas- 
on too. 

Thurston, 91-year- 
old resident, recalls that it snowed 
six inches on the fifth of May, 1885, 
in the Dunsford area.

(British United Press) 

Returning Allied war prisoners in 
Korea have told of brutality, starva- 
tion and death, in Communist pris- 
on camps. 

Four Americans in the group ex- 
changed Monday told of forced 
marches on which many died. And 
a Turk told officers that 100 Am- 
ericans died in his camp mainly 
because of malnutrition or starva- 
tion. He says the Turks survived 
because they were more used to a 
rugged diet. 

The atrocity stories recall a 
charge made by Colonel James 
Hanley. He said about 18 months 
ago the Reds had murdered 55- 
hundred U-N prisoners. 

Corporal Orville Mullins of Coy- 
ington, Kentucky, says that he was 
captured on August 27th, 1951, 
and was in a group of 162 prisoners. 
When the group was broken up 
about eight months later there were 
only 61 survivors. 2 

Says Mullins: “there was 
brutality in the early days.” 

His group was forced to march 
a long distance. On the way he says 
two jeep loads of Russian officers 
tried to get the guards drunk so 
they would shoot the prisoners. He 
says many men Were weakened by 
dysentry, lack of food -and too 
much marching. Men who weakened 
and fell out were hit on the head 
with rifles by North Koreans. Some- 
times, says Mullins, “when a man 
dropped out you would hear a shot. 
Then we would march on.”

EDITORIALS 


COLOURED CASINGS FOR MEAT -- = 

According to sources close to the meat packing 
industry, the Government of Canada is now regarding 
with favour the packaging of meat in coloured casings 
as a matter of fact it has given its approval to 
meat casings providing the casings are 
used along certain generally defined lines. These 
sourees interpret the Government's approval of eol- 
oured meat casings to mean that the use of coloured 
casings is quite in order as long as they do not falsify 
the contents of the easings or enhance, to a deceptive 
degree, the appearance of the meat they encase. 

Jt will be readily recognized by those who buy 

«encased meat products that the proposal to use col- 
oured casings is fraught with danger from the cus- 
tomer’s viewpoint. They will recall the great “to-do” 
which arose following the use of coloured screens on 
fruit baskets. In this instance it was quickly discovered 
by the buying public that they were looking at their 
fruit through coloured cotton which, when removed, 
often left much to be desired in the actual fruit which 
was not infrequently unripe. It is only natural that 
the proposed general use of coloured meat casings 
raises some fears in consumers’ minds as to the degree 
of control the government will be able to exercise 
over their use and the extent to which they might, 
however, unintentionally, prove deceiving to the buyer 
of encased meats products, 

It might be of interest if the federal representatives 
for this and other ridings were to investigate this situa- 
tion by making a survey of all people to be affected 
and getting their reaction. The people who make 
the casings, the wholesale and retail meat dealers and 
the consuming public’s opinion on this matter might 
be sought and the findings submitted to parliament 
for its guidance. i 

Speaking along general lines and without exten- 
sive knowledge of the industry or its problems, it 
would seem that quality meat should sell equally as 
well in plain casings as it would in coloured casings. 
However, what could be lost by going into this matter 
thoroughly before approving the idea?

ENRICHED BREAD...- 

Practically everyone at some time or another has 
eaten enriched bread and the chances are that in the 
course of the next few years it may become more 
widely accepted in Canada. Those of us who have 
used enriched bread have probably had a vague idea 
of what enrichment meant but a recent Government of 
Canada release on the subject sets forth some more 
specific data. Since the sale of enriched bread on a 
yoluniary basis has been given the blessing of federal 
authorities as of February 2nd, some facts relative to 
enrichment may be of interest to readers. 

The Dept. of Health, Ottawa, undertakes to set 
forth certain facts in question and answer form as 
follows: 

What Is Enrichment? 

Enrichment is the addition to white flour, of three 
of the B-vitamin group, thiamine, riboflavin and niacin, 
as well as the mineral, iron. 

Why Is Enrichment Needed? 

Diets may be inadequate in certain vitamins such 
as the B-group and in iron. The Enrichment of white 
pread will provide an additional safeguard against this 
lack for a great many people. 

Why Is Bread Suitable For Enrichment? 

Bread is basic. It is eaten more often and in 
larger quantities than any other food. 

Are The Vitamins Added To Enrich Bread Equal 
To Vitamins From Natural Sources? 

Yes. They are identical. 

Will Enrichment Change Our White Bread? 

Enrichment in no way alters the colour, flayour 
or other physical characteristics of white bread and 
does not change the baking behaviour of the flour. 
What About Whole-Wheat Bread? 

Whole-wheat bread is considered to be a good 
source of B-vitamins and iron, but due to lack of 


consumer demand it represents only a small fraction © 


of the total bread consumed; therefore It cannot con- 
tribute significantly to the population as a whole. 
Enriched white bread can. 
Are Vitamins Destroyed, by Baking? 

There are no appreciable losses. Compensation 
vas made for a slight thiamine loss when establishing 
the standards. 
What Does Bread Enrichment Cost? 

About 1c for 20 loaves of bread, a cost which has 
been absorbed by the baker, The price of bread has 
not been increased because of enrichment.

by Mr.Rohmer. The letter praised the progress being 
made by the Avro. organization in the production of 
CF-100 ‘fighter planes. Mr. Claxton did not say how 
the letter came to be in his possession. 

It is difficult to see what the Minister thought 
he was proving. There is no inconsistency in praising 
the progress of the Avro Company and at‘ the same 
time condemning the deficiencies of Canadian air 
defense. This newspaper has published numerous 
articles and editorials referring with approval to the 
CF-100 fighter, and appreciative of the Avro Company's 
progress under extreme difficulties. A person who 
might think that such favorable reports or comments 
nullified criticism of the Dominion Government’s in- 
adequate defense policies would be plainly stupid. There 
is no point at which the two opinions touch each other. 

The experts agree that the Canadian-designed and 
built CF-100 is a good plane for home defense pur- 
poses. They also affirm that it might have been 
available in larger quantity much sooner if the auth- 
orities in the Defense Department had been able to 
make up their minds about what specifications of 
equipment and armament were to go into the plane.

WORKING FOR GOVERNMENT 

Annual statements of two large United States 
companies show that they are really working for. the 
government, rather than their shareholders. General 
Blectric reports that in 1952, in had net earnings of 
$152 million. But Washington's cut came to $264 mil- 
lion. Du Pont reports net earnings of $224 million. But 
Washington's cut came to $370 million. 

Both companies measure their tax bill against 
their wage bill. At G.E., federal taxes amounted to 
28 per cent of wage and salary costs; at Du Pont 
paid in dividends last year, Washington got two dollars. 

The Bell Telephone Co. report indicates same 
trend in Canada. Net income for 1952 was $22.5 mil- 
lion, against $23.7 million paid in federal and provincial 
income tax. ‘With two million telephones in service, 
this comes to $12 for every subscriber. 

Taxes of this nature actually constitute a new, 
and highly effective form of Socialism.

He fre“ 
called the original gift by the late 
Jas. Ross in 1903, the gift of the 
nursing home in 1911, the build- 
ing of a laundry (financed by the 
Board in 1922) and finally the con- 
struction of the maternity wing in 
1931, He observed that the hospital 
had been serving for 50 years and 
that the need had increased to the 
point where the present building 
was not adequate to’ meet current 
demands. Things had reached the 
point he said» where it was neces- 
sary, if the hospital was to con- 
tinue to meet demands for service, 
to (1) obtain’ money for mainten- 
ance and (2) get money for cap- 
ital investiment. ss 


Stressing the fact that® the 
hospital was very definitely a public 
institution and not a closed cor- 
poration, Mr. Stinson said that 
under the terms of the charter “it 
Was open to all races and creeds: 
As to its being a closed corporation, 
he observed that at least 40 wardens | 
and 25 mayors Eves sat on the 
Board. 

“Some say the Board i is too. cueit sf 
he contiziued but it has nine mem- 
bers.and the Town Council has onliy 
nine members.” He noted that ths 
School and Water Boards were 
comprised of fewer members than 
the Hospital Board and were spend- 
ing much larger sums of money. 

“Up until 1946 his hospital paid 
its way,” he asserted. “It's just since 
conditions have so seriously changed 
---since 1946---that we have found 
it difficult to get along.’ Mr. 
Stinson noted the disparity between 
grants made to finance roads, 
schools, libraries, parks and recre- 
ation. In this connection he stib- 
mitted figures for comparative 
purposes---an examiple being that 
over $8,000 was granted for park 
maintenance while only $5,000 was 
granted the hospital, 

Referring to the “Agnew report’ 
on the hospital, Mr, Stinson re- 
called how it was written thereio 
that “there was a psychological 
hazard when a hospital was given 
to a community.” The gist of this 
was that it tended t) make for 
irresponsibility on the part of 
individuals and the municipalities 
affected . . . in other words it was 
taken for granted. Mr, Stinson 
said he thought it would be easisy 
for the people to assume their pro- 
per responsibility when it was 
realized that fhe community has 
had the benefit of a hospital with 
Uttle cost for so long, 

Referring to allegations that 
meetings of the Hospital Board 
were closed meetings, Mr. Stinson 
said every meeting of the hospital 
Was an “open” meeting. “The most 
we have ever had at any annual 
meeting was, I believe, five people,

to find out very hard,” he stated 

‘The rormer Board Chairman said 
he had had two or three people 
ask him: “What do you get out of 
it?” He stated emphatically at this 
point “I haven't had a postage 
stamp for my services.” He added 
that he had spent some money out 
of his own pocket in furthering the 
hospital's interests. He told the 
meeting that the books were open 
to imspection if anyone doubted his 
word. “It’s easy to find out if thera 
is anything to this nonsense,” he 
told his listeners. 

“Rumour also has it that not 
more than one Roman Catholic 
could be taken on the staff,” he 
continued, adding “and this is 
probably the blackest lie of the lot 
=--25 percent to 30 percent of the 
Staff belong to the Catholic Church. 
There is only one thing that’s ever 
been in the minds of the Board and 
that is “giving service.” 

“Just think what would happen 
to a community of this size if your 
hospital were to close its doors,” 
continued the speaker who noted 
conditions of overcrowding at Bar- 
Tie, Peterborough and other nearby 
centres. Warning that the hospital 
would have to close if the munici- 
pality did not come to its aid, Mr. 
Stinson declared that it had been 
possible to keep it open in the face 
of financial reverses only because 
B maternity wing and an Endow- 
ment fund had been established, 
thus making available reserve capi- 
tal. He explained that the securities 
in the maternity wing fund were 
now up for sale in order to liquidate 
hospital debts. The endowment fund 
sécurities could not be sold, he 
declared, and only the interest 
therefrom was available for use by 
the Board. 

“We are not the only hospital in 
difficulty,” he went of to say as he 
made reference to- operational 
problems encountered at Barrie, 
North Vancouver, Orillia, Brant- 
ford, Oakville and Peterboro. Mr. 
Stinson outlined various difficulties 
these centres were encountering 
and how they were meeting them. 

Returning to the local scene, he 
Stated: “All we are asking at the 
present time is that the municipali- 
ties provide for deficits which 
should not be great. We are making 
savings, getting back to the place 
where deficits should not be great.” 

In a final appeal, the veteran 
Board member said “Side issues 
are to be avoided. tet us unite in a 
broad way to say that this hospital 
has got to be maintained ---that 
Lindsay, Victoria and Haliburton 
cannot get along» without it thac 
the one we have is inadequate.”

It’s a wise fish that 
knows its own father... 


Beaverton, April 16 -It’s a wise fish 
that knows its own father -or, for 
that matter, its own mother. 

Anglers all over Southern Ontario 
in a decade or so will be reeling in 
eight to ten-pound pickerel (also 
known as walleyes and pike-perch 
and in some sections of the pro- 
vince as dore) which right now are 
nothing more than unfertilized eggs 
taken from a spawning female fish 
in a short stretch of the Talbot 
river which flows into Lake Simcoe 
near Beaverton, 


At the Gamebridge spillway, four 
miles upstream, walleyes maki 
their way against the current 
their spawning grounds are being | 
netted and stripped of their spawn, 
or roe, The eggs are fertilized by 
sperm stripped from the male fish 
and deposited in the same container,

It sounds like a whopper of a fish 
story, but Vern Scheeler, of Maple 
station, and his assistants Ronald 
Greaves and George McCuaig. 
expect to collect between 15 and 18 
million eggs. A small proportion will | 
be infertile, but the rest will pro- 
duce tempting prey for the provin- 
ce's fishermen. 


The fertilized eggs in this con- 
trolled breeding experiment will be 
kept in incubation pens at Colling- 
wood hatchery for a few weeks 
“until they eye” -that is, until the 
larvae develop inside the eggs al- 
most to the hatching point.

The Study of Pain 
I have written before of a foot- 
ball captain carried into my office 


/wwith a broken arm, asking me to 


set it at once as he never felt pain 
anyway. Research workers making 
a study of pain try to measure 
accurately the sensation of pain 
and admit that the problem has 
not yet been solved. Thus, in the 
case of this football player, also 2 
champion amateur heavyweight 
boxer, it was really a fact that 
he was less sensitive to pain than 
his fellow players. However, I sent 
him on for an X-ray so arm could 
be set accurately, which was done 

In Postgraduate Medicine, an 
editorial reports part of the study 
of pain under Dr, Henry K. Beecher 
of the Anesthesia Laboratory of 
Harvard Medical School. Seventeen 
studies were completed under Dr. 
Beecher's direction supported by the 
government, universities, research 
councils, and various drug manu- 
facturers. 


The difficulty in measuring the | 


amount of pain present in an 
individual ts that the research wor- 
ker cannot possibly know how much 
pain an individual can stand before 
he shows it by his face, nerves. 
body reaction, or other ways. Also, 
we are all aware that the same de- 
gree of pain will cause different 
reactions in different individuals. 

As stated before, the physician 
examining a patient has two groups 
of symptoms to watch carefully. The 
first group of symptoms, subjective 
symptoms is what the patient 
tells him about his pain or ache, 
how it comes on, slowly or rapidly, 
whether sharp or dull, how long it 
lasts, whether it remains in on? 
spot or moves about, and any other 
details the patient can tell the doc- 
or. The second group of symptoms 
is the objective symptoms --what 
the physician sees for himself 
temperature, blood pressure, nerve 
teflexes, effects of heat or cold 

Among the subjective symptoms 
are included the mental state, 
attention, learning, memory, criti- 
cal judgment, etc. A patient severe- 
ly injured may be so shocked that, 
he loses some of his sense of pain 
as also do injured boxers or hockey 
or football players especially if 
they have won the game or their 
bout. 

The method of causing pain by 
heat or other artificial method and 
seeing how much of a pain-killing 
drug ls necessary to relieve the 
pain is rejected by these Harvard 
investigators who believe that one 
must depend on natural pain for 
conclusive study of pain. “This 
belief 1s based on observation that 
emotion can block pain and that a 
disregard for wounds is often asso- 
ciated with blocking of pain.” 


Acidosis Does Not Mean Blood Is 
Acid in Reaction 

One of the common expressions 
used when a person is feeling 
“heavy”, “bilious,” or “blue” is 
“acidosis,” which we may unthink- 
ingly believe to be an acid condition 
of the blood. This, of course, is 
impossible because it would mean 
death. 

What is really meant by the word 
acidosis 1s that the blood, which is 
alkaline, is becoming less alkaline 
and so approaching nearer tp an 
acid condition, but, of course, it 
never reaches the acid condition. 
Nature allows a slight drift from 
the “alkaline reserve” in the blood. 
the alkalinity, the P. H. being be- 
tween 7.3 and 7,8. If below this, the 
condition is called acidosis. 

In the Journal of Children’s Di- 
seases, Berlin, Dr, R. Schmoger 
points out that the term acidosis 
suggests that the P. H, (alkalinity) 
of the blood and body fluids is below 
7 but such a degree of acidity is not 
compatible with human life, acid- 
osis simply meaning, as above 
stated, a deviation or drift away 
from its alkalinity toward acidity. 

Dr. Schmoger describes his 
observations in the course of 300 
examinations in 126 infants with 
digestive disturbances. These in- 
cluded 54 with simple disturbances, 
49 with subtoxle (slightly poisonous) 
and 23 with toxic (poisonous) di- 
gestive disorders. An important ob- 
servation was that with increasing 
reduction of the alkaline reserve, 
there was a decrease in abdominal 
breathing (natural healthy breath- 
ing) and an inorease in chest 
breathing. “Studies on patients who 
were free from infection revealed 
that a blood leucocytosis (increase 
in the number of white corpuscles-- 
disease fighters in the blood) show- 
ed a deviation or drift toward 
acidosis in the acid-base (alkaline) 
mechanism.” 

What does this mean as to con- 
dition and treatment of the patient? 
If a diagnosis has to be made’ 
between pylorospasm (heart burn) 
and digestive disturbances with 
diarrhoea and vomiting, a greatly 
reduced alkali reserve shows that 
there is a real digestive upset 
whereas heartburn would point to

This information, showing that 
a decrease in the alkali reserve 1s 
causing the symptoms and requires 
treatment to increase the alkali 
reserve --cutting down on acid 
foods and increasing alkaline foods, 

Alkaline foods are: milk, nuts, 
fruits (except cranberries, plums, 
prunes and rhubarb), vegetables. 

Acid foods are: meat, fish, poul- 
try, eggs, breads of all kinds, cereals, 
pastries, puddings. 


State Supported Narcotic Clinios: 

Now that government agencies 
and \ Alcoholics Anonymous are 
helping to reciaim alcoholics, it Is 
interesting to note that drug ad- 
dicts are now also being reclaim- 
ed to again become useful citizens 
of the community. 

In Medical News Department of 
the Journal of the American Med- 
ical Association, we read that Chi- 
cago's third-state-supported narcot- 
ic clinic was recently opened at 
Northwestern University Medical 
Center under the direction of Dr. 
Benjamin Boshes. Other clinics 
operating in cooperation with Iin- 
ois Department of Public Health 
are located at Provident Hospital 
and University of Illinois Medical 
Center. 

Dr. G. Howard Gowen, deputy 
director in charge of the depart- 
ment’s narcotic program reports 
that there have been 170 cases re- 
ferred to them since the first clinic 
(Provident) opened December 1, 
1951, There were 80 per cent in 
the 17-to-28 age bracket, 30 per 
cent of the total ranging from 17 to 
20 years of age. There were five 
males to 1 female in the first 
eleven months. Most of these per- 
sons were single or separated from 
their families, Just what percentage 
of these young drug addicts were 
to blame for the separation, and 
what percentage of the families were 
to blame, is not stated in the re- 
port. 

IT have written before of examin- 
ing the boys of an industrial school 
and finding that more than half 
came from broken homes, It is 
found that where the mother dies 
first, the home is usually broken 
up early as the father is away from 
the children all day and cannot 
hold children to him as can the 
mother. 

Of the total number of cases (170) 
only 25 per cent had graduated 
from high school; about 10 per 
cent had attended college for some 
time. 

Although these narcotic clinics 
haye only been in existence for a 
short time, eleven months, even 
with this limited experience it has 
been shown, to date, that 82 per 


cent of the persons treated in the 
clinics has not returned to the use 
of narcotics. 

As with alcoholism, there is some 
Slight, or, perhaps, large inadequacy 
in the make-up of the constitution 
in narcotic addicts that induces 
them to take the “easy” road out 
of their difficulties instead of fight- 
ing or working their way out. 

This percentage of cases reclaim- 
ed from narcotic addiction is about 
the same as that reported by Al- 
coholics Anonymous whose memb- 
ers, realizing that while they do 
not lack brains (many have very 
high Intelligence Quotient), they 
do recognize their constitutional 
Jack or inadequacy. 


The Family Physician Must Learn 
How To Handle Patients 

Your physician will tell you that. 
the brilliant students of his class 
are not always the most success- 
ful practitioners. I don't mean in 
a financial way entirely, but from 
the standpoint of helping their 
patients return to their work at 
an early date after an illness. The 
brilliant student is apt to remain 
a tireless student even after he 
graduates and might have a know- 
ledge of medicine in adyance of the 
less brilliant student but he lacks 
to some extent what is most vital to 
the patient's health and happiness, 
that is, his knowledge of men. 

The knowledge of men and man- 
kind is of special value when the 
patient not only has an illness but 
is greatly worried about that ill- 
ness; sO worrled he is unable to 
think properly. 

In former days, medical students 
were taught that a patient is sane 
or insane depending on the struc- 
ture of brain and nerves; no time 
was spent by the professor on the 
everyday behavior of the patient, 
Today instead of the study of 
neurology only, nerve tissue struct- 
ure and diseases of this structure, a 
neurologist, now a psychiatrist, alsa 
discusses odd behavior and tho 
various moods which occur in us. 

In the Canadian Medical As 
sociatioy Journal, Dr. Franklin G 
Ebaugh, Professor of Psychiatry, 
University of Qolorado Medical 
School, states that learning how to 
handle patients is one of the 
primary requisites of an adequate 
physician. “Primarily a physician 
is not a salesman, but like a sales- | 


man, he must understand and be 
capable of handling people.” This 
may be an upsetting idea to the 


young scientist just going into 
practice. 

In patients with heart complaints, 
where most cases are not due to 
true or organic disease, the method 
of handling or treating these cases 
requires extreme care as the patient 
js convinced, because of some casual 
statement of a previous physician. 
that he really has organic heart 
disease. To show him that, if or- 
ganic heart disease were present, 
certain symptoms would be present 
which are absent, and yet explain 
to the patient “why he has certain 
symptoms, often due to heart di- 
sease, but in this case really due 
to nervousness and anxiety, re- 
quires of the physiclan sympathy 
and understanding, 

Being told that his symptoms are 
not organic may anger a patient, 
make him hostile, which may be 
difficult to correct. 

In the application of psychiatry 
in general practice, Dr. Ebaugn 
makes the following observations 
as requiring consideration: 1. Hand- 
ling hostile patients. 2. Handling 
families of patients, said families 
being without medical problems, 3. 
Recognizing emotional disorders 
and factors disguised as physical 
disease. 4. Recognizing physical 
disorders which started from emo- 
tional disturbances. 5. Handling 
patients who need psychiatric treat- 
ment and, if necessary, referring 

them to a phychiatrist.

St. Joseph’s 
Has Deficit 
Of $36,272 


An operating deficit of $36,272 in 
1952 was reported at the meeting 
of the advisory board of St. Joseph's 
Hospital, Peterborough, last week. 
Revenues totalled $523,055 and ex- 
penditures amounted to $559,327. 
In the financial statement presented 
by Sister Loyola, salaries of the 
Sisters of the staff, it was explained, 
were entered at the current rates 
in the expenditure column, but were 
also donated back and were shown 
at $50,000 as non-operating re- 
venue. Other items in that non- 
operating revenue were provincial 
and municipal grants totalling 
$39,768, and $12,500 in bequests and 
donations. 

Operating revenue included 
$44,000 as government grants. Ex- 
penditures showed $48,000 for 
depreciation of buildings and the 
equipment, and debts written off at 
$23,000, 

The number of patients at the 
beginning of the year was 138; 
admitted during the year, 5,482; 
and births, 1,067; totalling 6,687 
patients for 1952. 

Residence of patients was: City 
of Peterborough, 3,519; County of 
Peterborough, 1,122; other counties 
of Ontario, 776; from unorganized 
parts of the province 45; and from 
other provinces and from U.S.A., 19. 

Classification of patient days was” 
private and semi-private, 28,346 
patient days; public ward, 18,047, 
nursery, 7,369 patient days.

some detail how “Dongola” got its 
name. Mr. Argue.writes: 

“I have been requested to give 
what information I can as to the 
origin of the post office called 
“Dongola” which was located on 
the Monck Road nearly midway 
between Kinmount and Norland. At 
the time I was treasurer of the 
Township of Somerville and had 
considerable money to send by mail, 
| especially to the schools, of which I 
think we had a total of about four- 
teen. Many of them were union 
schools, as we had unions with six 
townships. 

“I felt we should have a pose 
office in that district and spoke to 
our federal representative (who at 
that time was Major Sam Hughes) | 
| and he agreed we should and sug- 
‘gested the name be “Argue.” I 
objected to that, feeling some people 
would think I was responsible and 
wanted cheap notoriety. He said 
that was the logical name as the 
istrict was well known as ‘the 
“Argue Settlement”, “Argue’s 
School,” etc., and people would at 
once know wherer “Argue” post 
office was.” 

“T still objected, and he asked :t 
TI had a name in mind and I said 
I had and requested it be called 
“Dongola.” I had seen the name 
somewhere and it appealed to me 
as a suitable name. The major re- 
luctantly agreed to the name and 
advised it. I do not know the date 
the post office was established but 
it was ouite early in the century. 

“The question arose as to location 
and I asked my nearest neighbour 
--John Davis-- and he agreed to 
act as postmaster, so it was soon 
established, I might add the post 
office continued in use until rural 
mail delivery was established --- 
that was long after I had moved to 
Regina.” 

The building which housed the 
| original post office at Dongola still 
stands but the present owners were 
reluctant to have a picture of it 
appear in the paper. During the 
lifetime of the established post 
office there were three postmasters: 
Mr, Davis, Mr. Thos. Argue and 
Mr, John Magee. 

That section of the Monck Road 
on which Dongola is located is a 
very pretty stretch to drive in either 
summer or winter. One rather steep 
grade makes the road a bit tricky in 
the icy season but presents uo 
problem at other times. The com- 
munity of Dongola is right at the 
top of this grade.

court, was sentenced this morning 
to 30 days in jail. 

The soldier who has only been in 
the army six weeks, and who has 
been A.W.O.L. for two weeks, is 
stationed at Vimy Barracks in 
Kingston, but, by his own admission 
has been on the loose since April 
16th. 

It was understood by the Court 
that representatives of the Provost 
Corps would be in Court Monday, 
but as they weren’t and haven't 
appeared since, Their absence lead 
the Magistrate to say there had 
been “no word from the Army - I 
guess they don’t want you” to ths 
accused. The latter wondered if 
they had been properly notified, and 
Was assured that they had.

My friends of Haliburton and 
North Ontario Counties: 

It is a privilege to have this op- 
portunity of speaking to you today 
and I wish at this time to thank 
the radio station for this courtesy. 
It may be my Jast radio talk this 
season, as this session of Parlin- 
ment will end within the next two 
weeks. This has been a very in- 
teresting session of Parliament, 
with many Members making poll- 
tical speeches. It was their last 
chance before the General Elec- 
tion, and Cabjnet Ministers were 
making excuses for failures in their 
respective Departments. The Min- 
ister who has led in dominance 
hhas been Mr. Howe, with his words 
- “We will spend as we like, who 
will stop us?” “What is a million 
dollars” and “Oh, nuts” “Just pea- 
nuts”. Statements such as these 
have been made by Liberals, but 
now they have to face the people 
in a General Election, but do they 
want to? With twenty-two vacant 
seats in the Senate and a few 
Judgeships and other soft, cushy 
jobs, all the Liberal members are 
aspiring for these, to see who can 
grab off these plums rather than 
take their chances on re-election. 

A Liberal leader, speaking” in 
London a few days ago, said, “We 
must sell a package of Liberalism 
to the people who now may be 
doubting which way to cast their 
ballot.” He said, “If the Liberal 
Party does not retain its strength, 
it will be because we, as practical 
Liberals, have not been successful 
salesmen.” It's only the start of 
the campaign. Mr. Oliver should 
have benefited from the results of 
the last Provincial Election. Paul 
Martin also spoke in London on 
this occasion. He said: “Had it not 
been for the man who leads the 
Liberal government, a national 
catastrophe would have hit this 
country a few weeks ago.” The 
reference was to the fact that Mr. 
St, Laurent had induced the rail- 
Ways to give the unions what they 
wanted. He said “The Prime Min- 
ister came into the House of Com- 
mons with tears rolling down his 
face to announce that a settle- 
ment had been reached,” This was 
a@ most exaggerated statement as 
I was there myself in the House 
at the time and the Prime Minis- 
ter was a long way from having 
tears rolling down his face. In fact, 
he wore a smile of triumph. 

While the date of the General 
Election is still qa secret, the main 
issue is clear, That issue has been 
set forth by the Prime Minister 
himself. On March 16th. in the 
House of Commons, referring to 
statements by George Drew that 
the Government has been, and is, 
wasting your money, Mr. St. Laur- 
ent made this statement: “We are 
going to submit, within the next 
few months, that issue to the Cana- 
dian electorate.” The Conservative 
Party accepts that as a frank and 
timely statement. We hope the 
Liberal Party will stick to this issue, 
so firmly laid down by its leader. 

We want to make our stand 
equally clear. We stand firmly by 
our charges that there has been 
gross waste, extravagance, over- 
taxing and inefficiency in the 
Spending of your money You do not 
have to accept our word. We have 
the word of others, whose business 
tt is to know about these facts, 
to support our statements. 

First, we are supported by the 
Auditor General of Canada, who 
knows about these facts. The Audi-. 
tor General reported to Parliament 
Gross carelessness resulting in oyer- 
payments of your money, with no 
effort made by the Government 
to recover. He reported also ‘that 
the Government allows chaotic ac- 
counting conditions, giving rise to 
this waste, with no effort being 
made to improve that situation. 

Second, we are supported by the 
Currie Report, with its startling 
disclosures. The Minister of Nation- 
al Defence told us that - “If we 
Search the length and breadth of 
Canada, we could not find a better 
man than Mr, Currie’. We agree 
with that statement, but Mr. Currie 
found waste and extravagance at 
Petawawa. Mr. Currie said, “It is 
an unhappy circumstance that the 
beginning of this investigation lies 
not inside the Department, but 
with the receipt of an anonymous 
letter addressed to the Commis- 
sioner of the Mounted Police.” He 
stated he had come to the con- 


clusion that there had been a 
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géneral breakdown in the system 
of administration, supervision and 
accounting, and that his view would 
be that the generally lax adminis- 
trative situation would give rise to 
waste and inefficiency far more 
costly in loss than that covered by 
actual dishonesty. But most im- 
portant of all, we are supported 
by the disclosures of waste and 
extravagance brought out {n Parlia- 
ment and in the various commit- 
tees.” 

Did you know that the Govern- 
ment paid over $13,000 to have one 
well drilled out at Penhold? Any 
one of you who lives on a farm 
knows that in many cases this 
would be enough to buy a whole 
farm with buildings, land and wells 
complete, But then, not content 
with paying $13,000 for a well. they 
paid another $1,000 for a little 
pump house eight feet- square to. 
cover the pump. Did you know 
that under the heading of Defence 
spending, the Government has 
bought enough naval hatbands to 
last until 1975? Or that it has paid 
over $800.000 for enough rugs and 
carpets to cover a road 30 feet 
wide for 6 miles? Or that it has 
spent nearly half a million dollars 
for enough linoleum to cover 24 
acres? All these purchases have 
been made with your money. Did 
you know that at Penhold, Alberta, 
there was a flying training school 
which was built during the last 
War at a cost in the neighbourhood 
of one and a half million dollars, 
that they abandoned and disman- 
fled that school. and are now re- 
building a new one for exactly the 
Same purposes, on exactly the same 
site, at a cost of over-eleven and 
a half million dollars? 

Mr. Howe is certainly an expert 
on spending - he boasts that he 
has spent more of your money than 
anyone else in Canada. He is the 
man who said: “We might have 
Saved a million, but what's a mil- 
lion anyway?” His attitude cer- 
tainly raises the question, does he 
know or care anything at all about 
saving? Any person can be a 
great producer, if given a free hand 
with the people’s money. We find 
that in 23 months, 1,150,000 neck- 
ties were purchased at a cost of 
approximately $380,000. Are you 
satisfied when you find that, when 
attention was drawn to it in the 
House of Commons, the Prime Min- 
ister himself said he did not know. 
why over a million necktles were 
required, that it may very well be 
that that was a mistake. 

Did you know that the Govern- 
ment used your money to rescue 
a private company from the threat 
of bankruptcy? The Government 
put up over $1,000,000 of your money 
to enable a private shipbuilding 
firm to build ships for the Chinese, 
and then in a burst of generosity 
wrote off $450,000 of that advance. 
They justified this on the grounds 
that otherwise the company might 
have gone bankrupt. Then, not 
content with this charity at your 
expense, they gave this private firm 
a number of cost plus contracts to 
build naval vessels for the Govern- 
ment, on which they have paid 
that company to date, a fixed fee 
of $449,000, over and above their 
guaranteed costs. Pretty generous 
treatment of a private company - 
to write off $450,000 of an advance 
one day, and then turn arofind and 
pray them a fee of $449,000 the 
next day - and let them keep both. 
No wonder they have plenty of 
campaign money to buy votes and 
hire and pay secretaries. 

Incidentally, the twelve ships 
built for China are now in >the 
hands of the Communists, and the 
Government passed a secret Order- 
{n-Council enabling them to fly the 
Canadian Flag while they were 
serving the Communists, while you 
the tax-payers continue to pay the 
guarantee on the notes due to the 
banks for their construction, and 
your sons and mine are offering 
their lives to defeat this very idea- 
logy in Korea, 

And the examples of waste and 
extravagances are not confined to 
Defence spending, Take a look at 
some items for non-defence spend- 
ing, Did you know that Central 
Mortgage and Housing Corporation 
has built a palace for its head 
office at a cost of $2,267,000? How 
many houses could you buy for 
that amount? The Government 
paid $824 an acre for over 200 
acres of land on which this man- 
sion is built. Into the building 
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went $40,000 of your money for an 
auditorium. The spring-filled dance 
floor in the auditorium was an- 
other little “extra” - a few thou- 
sand dollars. That floor alone rep= 
resents the annual income of many 
a Wage earner who is supporting 
a wife and children. The cost of 
the house for the Prime Minister 
now stands at over $700,000. This 
amount would build and furnish 
seventy houses for some of our 
homeless citizens. 

The Conservative Party has been 
doing everything possible to expose 
these examples of waste, and to 
save your money. That is our duty 
as an opposition party. But the 
Government has done everything 
possible to interfere with the dis- 
charge of that duty. Last year wa 
demanded detailed information of 
the huge sum of $668,000,000 spent 
on aircraft production. This was 
refused and yoted down by the 
Government majority. We de- 
manded the production of Audi- 
tors’ reports on the scandals at 
Petawawa.

Currie appointed to continue his 
inquiry. This was voted down by 
the Government majority.

This was again 
voted down by the Government 
majority. We requested information 
of other reports on Army Works 
Services. This request was refused 
by the Government majority. Twice 
in the House of Commons we de- 
manded the production of these 
Same reports, including the McNab 
Report. On both occasions, the 
Liberal majority was used to with- _ 
hold this informstion. With respect 
to the last report - the McNab 
Report - the Government actually 
pretended at first there was no 
such report. Then some paris of 
it became public through other 
Sources. _On one day the Prime 
Minister first made a further denial 
of its existence, then because the 
press carried an interview with its 
author, was compelled an hour 
later to reverse himself and admit. 
that it did exist and that they 
knew all about it.

Alarms

The invasion of the little Indo- 
Chinese kingdom of Laos by Com- 
munist rebels has caused alarm 
throughout the Western world. In 
the following dispatch from Singa- 
pore, British United Press Corres- 
pondent Peter Gruening explains 
how a Communist victory in Laos 
would threaten all of Southeas' 
Asia. 

Military leaders in Singapore re- 
gard the inyasion of the little 
mountain kingdom of Laos by Com- 
munist Indo-Chinese rebels the 
greatest threat to the security of 
Southeast Asia since World War If. 

A Communist victory in Laos 
would leave the northeast border 
of neighboring Thailand unprotect- 
ed and open the gateway to the 
Gulf of Siam which washes the 
Malay Peninsula, Cambodia and 
Cochin China. 

French Premier Rene Mayer has 
said it appears the major objective 
ofthe Viet Minh Rebels no longer 
is the rich Tonkin Delt of Northern 
Viet Nam but the Gulf of Siam. 

It is known that there are more 
than 60,000 Indo-Chinese Commu- 
nist sympathizers in the five north- 
eastern provinces of Thailand. This 
poetential “fifth column” could 
spearhead a Communist sweep from 
the mighty Mekong River at the 
Thai border through the flat rice 
lands to the coast. 

Military sources point out that a 
Viet link-up with Communists in 
Northeast Thailand would be the 
final step in the formation of an 
iron bridge of Communist positions 
spanning the entries to Southeast 
Asia. 

One military expert said; «The 
Mekong River is the key to the 
whole military picture. If the Com- 
munists succeed in reaching the 
Mekong you can expect trouble.” 

The Mekong --one of the five 
biggest Asian waterways-- flows 
more than 26-hundred miles from 
the Tibetan Plateau into the China 
Sea in Southern Viet Nam. It forms 
the boundary between Thailand and 
Laos, 

Military quarters in Singapore 
agree that the main purpose of the 
Laotian invasion is to consolidate 
the area along the southern border 
of Red China.

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EDITORIALS 


FIXED ASSESSMENTS ..-- 

A great deal of interest was aroused in the special 
plebiscite held last week at Beaverton to determine 
whether or not a fixed assessment would be granted 
an industry whose location there seemed to hinge on 
that factor. As readers are now aware, the people of 
that village voted almost unanimously in favor of grant- 
ing the fixed assessment and the result seems to have 
assured them of a sizeable industry (it will reportedly 
hire between 500 and 1,000 people). 

Whether or not we agree with the granting of a 
fixed assessment as an inducement to new industry, 
most of us were undoubtedly impressed with the fair 
way in which the situation was handled. Those charged 
with negotiating for the industry put the matter up to 
the electorate and they decided. Thus the matter has. 
been kept right out in the open and all parties are 
aware of the commitments. . . - This should ensure 
complete satisfaction to all concerned, or about as 
near to it as could ever be hoped for on an issue of 
this kind. 

The decision of the industry in question to locate 
at Beaverton is one of particular interest to many other 
communities in this district who have attractive in- 
dustrial sites to offer. Beaverton, of course, is a little 
more favourably situated than some yillages in this 
area by reason of its being located on a main railway 
line. However, this should not discourage other dis- 
trict centres from making a strong bid for industry 
because inter-city transport service is now adequate 
to provide for the needs of “off-the-railway’ communi- 
ties. 

The acquisition by Beaverton of an industry of 
the proportions indicated will not doubt be welcomed 
by the merchants of the village who stand to benefit 
by an increased local payroll. It could prove to be 
the industrial turning point for the village which, until 
now has been regarded more as a summer resort area 
than an industrial centre. And what more ideal loca- 
tion for an indusiry than on the shores of beautiful 
Lake Simcoe, within walking distance of bathing and 
boating? 


DISPOSAL OF CERTAIN WASTE MATERIAL 
PRESENTS REAL PROBLEM 

The decision of Town Council to close the present 
garbage grounds and open a new disposal point, raises 
the question of whether or not the nature of refuse 
which constitutes garbage should be broadened to in- 
clude certain hard-to-dispose-of materials which are 
now excluded. Typical of these wastes are paper (no 
longer collected on a large scale), vegetable tops, rak- 
ings, etc. As a result of these things being out of bounds 
to the garbage collector, much needless refuse is either 
left lying about to constitute either a nuisance or a 
fire hazard. Consideration might even be given to 
a low-cost incinerator which would handle all but 
the more indestructible waste materials. 


SPEAKING OF HOSPITALS... 

The construction of a new children’s hospital at 
Kingston produces some facts of interest to the people 
of Lindsay and district who are considering expansion 
of the Ross Memorial Hospital. 

Particularly will the people in this area be inter- 
ested in the type of structure at Kingston, its capacity 
and something of its cost and financing. 

The new children’s hospital is a five-storey struc- 
ture and is built of grey chipped limestone (presume 
ably a product of limestone quarries which abound in 
the district). It will accommodate 81 beds which are 
to be used exclusively for sick children from a few 
weeks old up to 14 vears and, according to the hos- 
pital’s publicist, the facilities are of the most modern 
type with the latest in life-saving hospital devices. 

The cost of this structure was $658,000, of which 
there is still $291,000 needed to pay for construction 
and equipment costs. According to Dr. John T. Twed- 
dell, fund raising chairman, this money is being, and 
has been raised, through federal and provincial grants, 
and voluntary contributions from the citizenrys, or- 
ganizations and business firms. 

“Angada Hospital,” for such is its name, serves 
an area lying within a 150-mile radius of the city of 
Kingston and is a branch of the Kingston General 
Hospital. It was named in tribute to district Shriners 
who worked hard on the project and the name is 
Arabic for “to aid or bring help to.” 

From the aforegoing information it can readily be 
seen that even in a district as large as that to be served 
by this Kingston Hospital, money is not particularly 
easy to come by. In Lindsay’s expansion proposals 
the amount of $1,250,000 has been mentioned, This 
is almost double that of the Kingston hospital’s cost 
which in turn is still over one-third under-subscribed. 
Thus, without any desire to be timid in the approach 
to Lindsay’s estimated hospital expansion cost, it can 
be seen that desire in the Lindsay case may have to 
be tempered with economic feasibility. And, while a 
high objective is to be encoutaged, in the final analysis 
it may be necessary to ‘cut our suit according to our 
cloth,”

Comparative reading of Red and U.S. reports on 
how the prisoners of war in Korea fared would be 
provocative. U.S. despatches from Korea now tell, as 
from the mouths of returned wounded prisoners, tales 
of forced marches, hunger in the prison camps, and 
the deaths of many American and other. U.N. men 
in captivity. Red reports on their returned men des- 
cribe them as “mutilated, emaciated wrecks.” No 
doubt the Red press is publishing other stories—as 
told by some of the returned Red soldiers—of brutal 
treatment of their prisoners by U.S. guards, of in- 
discriminate shooting of unarmed prisoners in the 
compounds, of starvation diets, and so on.

Stories of hardship and atrocities, on both sides 
of the Korean line, will continue to be heard. There 
is undoubtedly an element of truth in both versions, 
but we naturally give little credence to what the Reds 
say, and trust the veracity of the American reports. 
These are of course one-sided, since the U.S.-U.N. 
command in Korea has banned interviews with certain 
types of returned prisoners whose “personality” has 
been affected by their long incarceration; that is, those 
on whom the North Koreans and Chinese have suc- 
ceeded in making a favorable impression or conversion 
to Communism. This is undoubtedly a necessary pro- 


tection for the changed men. They would have a hard ~ 


time indeed back-home if they arrived as known pinks. 
They must first be allowed to adjust themselves again 
to the prevailing temper in the States.

Answers ran from logie to fancy, from Shake- 
speare to the Bible. From Surabaja Indonesia came 
this reply. “A merchant ship is a she because, coming 
into port, the first thing she does is go to the buoys. 
I hope this solves your problem,” 

Another correspondent went to “The Winter's Tale” 
{o find a clown observing: “Now the ship boring the 
moon with her mainmast .. .” Another found this Bible 
reference to St. Paul's journey in Acts xxi: “. . . and 
sailed into Syria and landed at Tyre; for there the 
ship was to unlade her burden.” 

The translators of: the Bible lived at a time, or 
soon after, when a ship was either masculine’ or fem- 
inine.

Mr. J, S, Dix Thurs. informed the 
“POST' that the Continuation 
School in Little Britain was started | 
in 1924, as a Grade “B” school, with | 
three teachers, one as principal of 
the Public School, one as principal 
of the Continuation School, and 
another who split her time between 
Public and Continuation school 


work, for both were carried on in 
the one school building. | 

In 1927, continues Mr. Dix, plans 
were drawn up to put an additional | 
two rooms to the existing school for | 
he use of the Continuation Schoo, | 
However, before these plans could | 
be carried out the school burned in | 
March, 1928. There were, he says, 
still five years debentures to pay 
on the burned school, since it was | 
but 15 years old. 

The classes moved into the Town

Prime Minister Winston Churchill 
has been knighted by Queen Eliza- 


"| beth. 


The 78-year-old statesman was 
invested by the young Queen with 
the insignia of a Knight Command- 
er of the Most Noble Order of The 
Garter. The award is the oldest and 
most exclusive order of chivalry in 
the world. * 

As a Knight of the Garter, the 
correct style and title of the Prime 
Minister becomes: 

Sir Winston Spencer Churchill, 
KG, OM, CH, MP. ¢ 

Churchill received the awards of 
the Order of Merit and Companion 
of Honor previously. 

Churchill went t) Windsor Castle 
for an audience with the Queen 
Jate today. Court announcements 
did not immediately give details, 
but it is presumed the Prime Min- 
ister was touched on both should- 
ers with a sword—the accolade of 
Knighthood. 

Until now, Churchill had refused 
Knighthood and is believed to be 
the only Englishman ever to refuse 
the order of the Garter, which was 
offered to him by the late King 
George the Sixth—_BUP.

There doesn’t appear to be any 
let-up in Veterans’ Land Act activi- 
tles in store for this district this 
year.

Mr. Cliff Cote, president of the 
Sir Sam Hughes Branch, Canadian 
Legion, wanted to make June 2nd a 
“kids’ day”. He suggested that there 
be swimming races in the morning, 
a large parade in the afternoon, 
featuring varied exhibits and in the 
evening at the Fair Grounds the 
Kinsmen Club might put on thelr 
fireworks display and the Boy 
Scouts have their huge bonfire. 
Another suggestion was that all 
local stores should suitably decorate 
for the occasion. 

Mr. T. H. Eberlee, Collegiate prin- 
cipal, thought the ideas of the 
Legion president very reasonable, 
but that “the Coronation is pri- 
marily religious, and that we should 
not lose sight of that fact”. He 
proposed a monster patriotic service 
in the afternoon, having parades of 
school children, patriotic speeches, 
as well as the bonfire and fireworks 
at night. 

Mr. Jasper Forman informed the 
gathering that he and Mrs. O. Lald- 
ley were present as representatives 
of the High Schoo] Area Board and 
he concurred in the things already 
proposed, but that he thought the 
monster parade ought to have 
Kawartha Park as its destination 
instead of the Exhibition Grounds.

Preventing Return of 
Goller Symptoms After Operation | 

Tt {s known that in cases of the 
severe form of goiter, removal by 
surgery gives satisfactory results 
almost immediately. Removal by 
X-ray, while giving satisfactory 
results, may take as long as nine 
months or longer, to get these satis- 
factory results, 

Up to 1933, the remoyal by sur- 
gery, the operation known as sub- 
total removal of the thyroid gland 
(that is, less than the total or whole 
gland was removed), a small portion 
of each side of gland being left in 
to prevent the symptoms resulting | 
from removal of the whole gland 
(overweight, mental and physical 
sluggishness) occurring. 

However, {t was found in a num- 
ber of cases that not enough thyroia 
gland was removed and so the usual 
symptoms of severe goiter (fast 
heart, underweight, nervousness) 
again returned. 

In the Missouri State Medical 
Journal, St, Louis, Dr. W. Bartlets 
states that when portions of the 
gland of each lobe, varying one- 
eighth to one-third, were left be- 


hind, the return of the goiter 
symptoms occurred. 
In 1,100 operations performed 


before 1933, the failure rate was 
between 5 and 10 per cent and so 
Dr. Bartlett abandoned the partial 
removal in favor of an operation 
in which just 1 gram or less of | 
goitrous tissue is left in each lobe. 
This amount of goitrous tissue is 
about the smallest that can be lef: 
in place without return of the goi- 
ter symptoms. | 

However, to make sure that en- 
ough thyroid substance is present 
to make up for any loss, thyroid | 
extract is given for some time after | 
operation; in fact, in “exceptional” | 
cases, thyroid extract must be given | 
for the rest of the patient's life. | 

Dr, Bartlett reports that occasion- | 
al failures to cure the severe type 
of goiter (hyperthyroidism) haye 
occured in the nearly twenty years 
that have elapsed since this change | 
in treatment, but in each of these 
cases there has been an error in 
estimating the amount of thyroid | 
gland to be removed according to 
the symptoms present. 

“Radical subtotal (not whole 
gland) thyroidectomy, as carried 
out by Dr. Bartlett since 1933 will | 
produce virtually complete and 
permanent cure of hyperthyroid- 
ism.” 

To get rid of the symptoms of 
the severe type of goiter, the gland 
(or nearly all of it) must be re- 
moved. Fortunatel, if too much is 
removed, the use of 1 or more 
grains of thyroid extract given daily 
by mouth supplies enough thyroid 
extract to keep body processes work- 
ing at a normal rate. 


Allergy As A Cause Of Migraine 
One-Sided Headache 

I write frequently about migraine 
--one-sided headache --because so 
many bright, intelligent men and 
women are afflicted with this dis- 
tressing ailment. In addition tg the 
headache, there is often nausea, 
vomiting and depression of spirits. 

“The migraine patient character- 
istically has a tense personality and 
above average inteljigence and 
nervous drive to emotional distur- 
bances or stimuli, He is consclen- 
tlous, worrisome, serious, deliberate, 
orderly -- a perfectionist. He as- 
sumes unnecessary responsibility 
and decisions are difficult.” 

When We examine the above de- 
scription of a migraine patient, we 
are Immediately struck with the 
resemblance of these symptoms 
found in patients with hay fever, 
so We are not surprised to read 
that research workers state thav 
migraine 1s an allergic disease. 

In the Journal of Allergy, St. 
Louls, Drs. A. H. Unger and L. 
Unger report the cases of 11 men 
and 44 women with classical mi- 
graine who were followed for three 
or more months; 44 of whom (80 
per cent) were elther completely or 
almost completely relieved of at- 
tacks by finding and avoiding the 
foods causing the attacks. Allergy 
to food is the precipitating or im- 
mediate .cause of attacks, 

I have written before about the 
use of food diaries in which a re- 
cord is kept of the foods eaten at 
every meal for a time and when an 
attack of migraine occurs, the foods

The Drs. Unger state that feeding 
tests and food diaries are of equal 


importance in determining the 
{Importance in determining the food 
to which patient is allergic. Patient 
should write down everything he 
eats for 24 hours before each mi- 
graine attack. If certain foods or 
groups of foods are mentioned re- 
peatedly, these foods are avoided 
and later tried again to see ‘f 
symptoms follow. 

It ts suggested that cooperation 
of the patients is required for thre 
least two 
weeks between feeding tests is in- 
dispensable to allow a sufficient 
number of tests. 

In the tests made by these two 
research scientists, it was 
that chocolate was the most {mpor- 
tant cause, followed by the excellent 
and nourishing foods milk, wheat 
and pork. 

These research workers found 
that migraine is basically an al- 


lergic disease although emotional | 


stimuli may provoke individual at- 
tacks in allergic persons. Pa 
As with other needs of today 
relaxation should receive full con- 
sideration by migraine sufferers. 


Harmless Heart Symptoms 

Most physicians examining pa- 
tients in whom they find a slight 
heart Murmur or irregularity wili 
assure themselves that ng organic 
disease is present and will then tell 
the patient that he has no organic 
disease and so need have no worry 


| about nis heart. 


The physician knows, however, 
that at some later date this patient 
will undergo another physical exam- 
ination, the murmur or irregularity 
discovered, the patient perhaps told 
| about it and the patient may think 
| the first examiner was mistaken 
and that he really had organic 
disease. In order to satisfy himself 
that the murmur or irregularity 
is not organic but functional, the 
physician has the patient take some 
exercise --slow stationary running, 
skipping, touching his toes --and 
finds, as he suspected, that the 
murmur has not increased (perhaps 
has disappeared) and the heart is 
tegular, free from an irregularity. 
This test shows that the heart is 
normal and it is safe to take to take 
exercise. 

In his book, “Office Psychiatry,” 
Dr. Louis G. Moench, Assistant 
Clinical Professor of Medicine and 
Psychiatry, University of Utah 
School of Medicine, states that from 
20 to 50 per cent of heart patients 
have no demonstrable organic 
disease and neurosis (anxiety) may 
overlie and actually complicate 
organic disease. This does not mean 
that there isn't a great amount of 
heart disease, because heart disease 
stands first as a cause of death, but 
it does mean that nervousness, 
anxiety about the heart, causes 
symptoms and actually complicates 
the symptoms of true or organic 
heart disease.

Moncton, New Brunswick school 
teacher who disappeared from 
his home more than three years 
ago, and still the object of a 
wide-spread search.

“Chronically anxious, tense pa- | 
tients breathe irregularly, eventu- | 
ally become aware of it and fear | 
| it is a symptom of heart disease. 
|The breathing varies with mood, 
) with attention, and with preoccu- 
| pation and is related more to at- 
| titude than toward exertion.” 
| Dr. Moench explains how this 
Same anxiety causes the other “sup- 
posed” symptoms --chest pain, pal- 
pitation, fatigue. One visit to the 
family physician usually relieves 
the symptoms of functional (not 
organic) heart disease. 


Implanting of Thyroid Gland 
Tissue For Diseases of Joints 
Because of its actions on the} 
| body processes, the thyrold gland 
has ben called the “balance wheel” 
of body. If mind and body are over- 
active, it is because too much thy- 
| roid juice is being poured into the 
| blood; if underactive, not enough 
| thyroid juice is being released into 
| the blood. 

In some persons, there is so much 
| overactivity of the thyroid gland | 
| that it is called goiter and all or) 
part of the thyroid gland is removed | 
by surgery or X-rays. In others, 
there is so much underactivity of 
| the thyroid gland that thyroid 
gland extract is given every day to 
bring the thyroid action up to or| 
near normal. 

While many of us think of the 
juice of the thyroid gland as useful 
in stimulating sluggishness of mind 
and body, our research workers are 
studying the use of animal thyroid 
extract in stimulating ‘more activity 
in sluggish body tissues that do nos 
throw off or carry away wastes o- 
organisms thereby preventing a 
healthy activity in the tissues or 
organs. I have in mind particularly 
that oldest disease of man, rheu- 
matism and arthritis. 

In the Vienna Medical Journal, 
Drs. F. Mandi and W. Gyri state 
their experience in implanting thy- 
roid tissue into the tissues instead 
of giving it by mouth. This means 
that the patient is receiving the 
continuous benefit of thyroid ex- 
tract day and night. They implanted 
thyroid tissue in 240 patients, 209 of 
whom had arthritis of various 
Joints, 9 with arthritis of the spine, 
20 with arthritis of a combination of 
joints, and 20 with sciatic pain. The 
thyroid tissue, 5 gm., was implanted 
in the abdominal wall. Fresh thy- 
roid tissue obtained from other | 
patients who had had their thyroid 
gland removed by surgery was im- 
planted in 176 patients while dry 
thyroid tissue, specially treated, | 
was implanted in 64, 

Of the 240 patients, 210 (87.9 per 
cent) responded satisfactorily to 
treatment. Ten had been treated 
previously arid unsuccessfuly by 
implantation of the pituitary gland. 
A satisfactory response to the im- 
plantation of the thyroid tissue was 
observed in 8 of these 10 patients. 
In 2 cases that had been treated 
previously with cortisone, cortisone 
Was ineffective in one while return 
| of symptoms resulted in the other 
| from too early discontinuance of 
| the drug, yet both of these cases 
responded satisfactorily to the thy- 
| roid implantations. 

It was typical of all the patients 
that exhaustion and pleasant fa- 
tigue or occasional increased pain 
in the joints occurred within 8 to 12 
hours’ after the implantation of 
thyroid, while considerable improve- 
| ment of pain and use of the joints 
| Was obtained within an additional 
| 24 to 36 hours, “- 

Drs, Mareii and Gyri- consider 
this method as the cheapest and 
most harmless for gland treatment 
of diseases of joints.

Thus 
someone had aptly put it that the 
difference between a person con- 
fined in a mental hospital and a 
person outside is that the person 
confined cannot adjust himself to 
other persons and outside affairs 
and the one who is outside can. 


“The neurotic symptom is presens | 


because of anxiety and is an at- 
tempt to relieve anxiety. Anxiety is 
the core of the neurosis. 

Now, anxiety is really a good thing 
for all of us as it shows we are 
not satisfied with “everything” and 
anxiety Grives us on until we reach 
a common sense or ideal method of 
relieving anxiety. Dr. Moench points 
out that without anxiety, we would 
simply sit. When anxiety accumu- 
lates without opportunity for dis- 
charge or we use wrong methods of 
relieving anxiety, neurosis develops. 

How can we relieve anxiety or 
meet stressful situations success- 
fully? Some suggestions are: 

1. Remembering how we handled 

similar situations. 

2. Familiarity with and willing- 
ness to accept our role in life 
and society. 

3. Good physical health. 

4. Multiple available sources of 
satisfaction. 

5, A wholesome philosophy of 
life, religious or philosophical. 

6. A stable responsibility in the 
community. 

If we try to evade or avoid our 
duty or responsibilities in a situ- 
ation, what we call a defense me~ 
chanism (alcohol, drugs) must be 
successfully fought, However, we 
must never forget that real or 
organic disease can also cause neu- 
rotic symptoms.

Lunge Spawning 
Period Will Be 
Longer This Year 


The annual lunge spawning op- 
erations are now underway, accord- 
ing to the Dept. of Lands and 
Forests’ weekly bulletin. Nets have 
been working in the waters of Deer 
Bay and Stoney Lake. The Deer 
Bay nets have been the most pro- 
ductive to date. Mr. Jackson, the 
manager of the Deer Lake Hatchery, 
reports that a total of one million 
eggs have been collected as of 
April 12th, 

The bulletin continues: “Water 
temperatures are the main factor 
governing the behaviour of fish 
in its, urge to spawn. The early 
Spring break-up and the shors 
period of spring-like weather dur- 
Ing the first ten days of April has 
not lasted, with the result that 
water temperatures are too low for 
satisfactory spawning. This means 
a long drawn out spawning period 
which may make it difficult to col- 
lect the amount of eggs desired, 
Spawning operations, however, will 
continue until such time as further 
collection is no longer feasible.”

Mother and Five Make Pilgrimage 
To The Kiwanis Music Festival
